This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform 
Commercial Code. A consignor is 
required to place his bids on his proper¬ 
ty no later than 48 hours prior to the 
commencement of the auction sale. If 
the consignor is the successful bidder on 
his lot(s), and has failed to place his bids 
on those lots more than 48 hours prior to 
the auction sale, then the consignor is 
required to pay both the appropriate sell¬ 
er’s fee and buyer’s fee.

CERTIFIED HALF CENT 


1 1828 MS 63 Brown NGC. Glossy medium-brown patina with faint 

undertones of original red still peeking through in selected areas. 
Sharply struck on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 


2 1797 Reverse of ‘97, Stems XF 45 NGC. S-128, Low R.3. An inter¬ 
esting and easily identified variety as the second 7 in the date has 
both points touching the bottom of the bust, and on the reverse the 
M in AMERICA is punched over an E. Well centered, the dies 
appear to have been misaligned slightly with a resultant loss of detail 
on the left rim of each side. Deep, even brown color. 

3 1819/8 MS 63 Brown PCGS. N-2, R.l. Distinguished from the other 
overdate variety by the presence of a double denticle near star 3. 
Bright surfaces overall with mottled medium and darker brown pati¬ 
na. Sharply struck throughout. 

4 1839 Type of 1840 MS 65 Brown NGC. Well struck with shades of 
medium brown toning over smooth surfaces. A hint of mint red still 
lurks in the crevices. An attractive, gem example of this middle date. 

CERTIFIED PROOF FLYING EAGLE CENT 


5 1856 PR 50 PCGS. A more affordable (and elusive) example of this 
popular and highly prized first year of small cent production. While 
not as rare as commonly believed, 1856 cents have been prized as 
souvenirs, collectibles, and objects of hoarding. At one time ANA 
Secretary George Rice held a hoard of 756 pieces. This piece has 
unfortunately been lightly circulated. Moderately toned, a small con¬ 
tact mark is noted under the claw on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 

6 1862 MS 64 NGC. A boldly struck, lightly toned example of the 
short-lived copper-nickel type. Above average appearance for the 
grade. 

7 1863 MS 64 NGC. A sharp strike with glossy mint brilliance and a 
few carbon flecks on the obverse that limit the grade. 

8 1864 Bronze MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Even, mellowed tan and 
copper color over both sides. A few carbon flecks are noted on the 
reverse. 

9 1864 Bronze MS 65 Red NGC. Deep cherry-red color with a hint of 
tan on the highpoints. Softly struck (as usual) on the feathers. 

10 1866 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Slightly mellowed, boasting an 
uncommonly bold strike and impeccable, satiny surfaces. One of the 
finer 1866 Indians we have seen in some time. Population: 8 in 66, 
none higher. 

11 1866 MS 64 Red NGC. Bright copper-gold color with fully defined 
feather tips, and a slightly grainy appearance. Quite scarce in full red 
condition. 


12 1868 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Fully original with a even dis¬ 
tribution of golden and tan color throughout. An outstanding early 
Indian cent. 

13 1870 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Deep red-orange toning overlays 
strong, cartwheel luster. On the highest points, light brown color has 
found its rest. A surprisingly rare coin in MS 65 and better grades. 
Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 

14 1871 MS 64 Red ANACS. The mint red shows a bit of streakiness 
but the coin is mostly free from carbon and well defined. Scarce with 
red color on this early date. 

15 1873 Doubled LIBERTY MS 64 Red and Brown ANACS. This is 
the more dramatic and more desirable Type Two Doubled Die of 
1873, properly called a Class V, with pivoted hub doubling, the pivot 
at 6 o’clock. This doubled die was discovered by Walter Breen in 
1957, and unlike most numismatic discoveries, very few examples 
have surfaced in the intervening four decades. We estimate that per¬ 
haps only 12-15 of the Type Ones are extant today in mint condition, 
this piece being tied with two others as second finest known. The 
light brown surfaces show considerable remnants of original red sur¬ 
rounding the devices, the striking details are well brought up in all 
areas, and there are no distracting marks on either side. Trends 
$25,000. 

16 1876 MS 65 Red NGC. Fully struck on the obverse with complete 
mint luster that is undiminished by the passage of time. Very scarce 
as a gem and with full red color. Trends $2,900. 

17 1878 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Original and fully struck, this is 
a very attractive piece that, when held beneath a light, shows much 
original red and orange color, just subdued now to a pleasing red and 
brown. Scarce. 


18 1886 Type Two MS 65 Brown NGC. The last feather points 
between the C and A of AMERICA. Rich, chocolate toning is pre¬ 
sent on both sides, with some brick-red accents at the borders. 
Trends $1,850. 

19 1898 MS 65 Red NGC. Highly lustrous with deep cherry-red color. 
A premium piece with few visual distractions. 

20 1908 MS 65 Red and Brown ANACS. Some of the original red is 
mellowed to tan and blue shades. Excellent luster characteristics 
remain. 

21 1908-S MS 65 Red NGC. Original mint red color and free from most 
visual distractions, the only drawback we see is the usual softness of 
strike at the top of the headdress. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 


22 1859 PR 64 NGC. Glittering surfaces with lovely orange-gold and 
rose highlights. Only a few trivial flyspecks are noted on either side. 
An important and underrated one-year proof type, one of just 800 
pieces reportedly struck, of which far fewer are known today. 

23 1865 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Nicely reflective fields, each 
side has a subtle overlay of light brown while the remainder of the 
coin is still mostly red. A desirable proof issue. 

24 1881 PR 64 Red and Brown ANACS. A choice proof specimen light¬ 
ly toned in rich coppery-gold shades. 

25 1885 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. A gem proof Indian, with daz¬ 
zling mirrors accented in crimson and blue peripheral toning on the 
obverse, the reverse exhibits some dark toning spots. 

26 1891 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Mirrored surfaces reflect some 
mottled, copper-red color. 

27 1895 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Deep cherry-red color overall 
with a layer of purple on the reverse. 

28 1902 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Flashy orange surfaces with hints 
of rose iridescence in the protected areas. 
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29 1902 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Moderately reflective surfaces 

with deep golden and tan colorations. 

CERTIFIED LINCOLN CENTS 


30 1909-S VDB MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Some subdued red fad¬ 
ing to medium tan. A very well struck example of this key date in the 
Lincoln cent series that would fit nicely in any gem set. 

31 1909-S VDB MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. A splendid, spot-free 
example of this always-popular and much-in-demand key issue. The 
lustrous surfaces show a subtly variegated patina that is an enchant¬ 
ing blend of orange, red, pale lilac, and citrine. 

32 1909-S VDB MS 64 Red NGC. Bright, unmellowed surfaces with 
some of the “woodgrain” streakiness as often seen on coins from this 
year. Held back in grade by a few tiny flecks of carbon on the 
reverse. 


33 1909-S MS 66 Red NGC. S Over Horizontal S (but not labeled as 
such on the insert). The warm, coppery-red surfaces are unaffected 
by any hint of brown on either side. A superior coin whose only tech¬ 
nical flaw is a very thin scratch on the reverse below the N in CENT. 

34 1910 MS 66 Red NGC. Fully struck and a glowing, bright red color 
over abundant, satiny luster. There is also some gentle magenta 
peripheral toning on both sides. 

35 1910-S MS 65 Red PCGS. An outstanding example of this scarce 
early Lincoln. The strike is complete and the luster is a bright 
orange, the passing decades seeming to have not affected this coin at 
all. Scarce. 

36 1911 -D MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Satiny surfaces are boldly 
struck throughout and mellowed in attractive blue and reddish- 
orange shades. 

37 1912 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Rich golden and crimson col¬ 
orations appear in a variegated fashion over both sides. 

38 1913-S MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. An attractive, fully struck gem 
that has just a bit of light browning over the surfaces but seems car¬ 
bon-free. 


39 1917 MS 66 Red NGC. A bright, sharp, coppery-red cent, literally as 
nice as the day it was struck. 

40 1918-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Virtually full red. Slightly weak on the 
obverse, but the reverse shows full lines in the wheat ears. A few 
minor carbon speckles are seen over each side. Scarce in this lofty 
grade, yet still affordable. 

41 1919-D MS 64 Red NGC. A fiery, well preserved example of this 
underrated, mintmarked Lincoln cent. Both sides are a glowing, 
bright-red color. 

42 1919-S MS 64 Red PCGS. A much scarcer coin than the original 
mintage of 139 million would indicate. Most of the BU coins one 
sees are dark, spotted, and poorly struck. This is a fairly well struck 
coin that has even copper-red color over both sides. 

43 1922 No D Strong Reverse XF 45 PCGS. While the obverse is 
weak, as always, the reverse detail is quite strong. This is an unusu¬ 
al grade to locate this coin in as most are VF or less with a few mint 
state pieces known. There are very few coins that fall in the Choice 
XF and AU grade range. This is a particularly appealing coin that 
exhibits surfaces that are smooth and problem-free for the grade with 
no spots or mentionable marks. Trends $1,400 in XF 40, $2,500 in 
AU 50. 

44 1924 MS 66 Red NGC. A superb example with fiery original red, 
looking as though it was just plucked from a carefully preserved 
original roll. 

45 1924-D MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Gem examples of this rare 

and important semi-key are always in demand by collectors. This 
piece, while not fully struck, does have satiny luster that has mel¬ 
lowed several shades to a reddish-brown with blue and green accents 
on the highpoints. Carbonless surfaces and mostly problem-free 
throughout. 2 


46 1924-S MS 64 Brown NGC. Weakly struck, the deep brown patina 
shows muted multicolored undertones on the obverse. 

47 1924-S MS 64 Brown NGC. Glossy surfaces with glimmers of faded 
red are seen throughout. Rarely found in choice condition, regard¬ 
less of color. 


48 1926 MS 66 Red NGC, impeccable quality and eye appeal that must 
be seen to be truly appreciated; 1929-S MS 65 Red, well defined; 
and a 1930 MS 67, looks like a ‘58-D from an original roll. All are 
NGC certified. (Total: 3 coins) 

49 1926-S MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. Mottled golden-tan surfaces 
with sharpness that is better than expected and few appreciable 
blemishes. A scarce, semi-key issue in the series. 

50 1927-D MS 64 Red PCGS. Boldly struck throughout and showing a 
trace of mellowing on either side. 

51 1927-S MS 62 Red PCGS. Although full red color is present on each 
side, there is some weakness of strike that accounts for the grade. 

52 1928-D MS 65 Red PCGS. Boldly detailed with lovely, original 
color and outstanding mint brilliance. 

53 1929 MS 65 Red PCGS; 1932 MS 65 Red PCGS; 1934-D MS 65 
Red PCGS; 1935-S MS 65 Red PCGS; and a 1938 MS 66 Red 
PCGS, all are bright, and only the 1935-S shows any carbon spot¬ 
ting. (Total: 5 coins) 

54 1931-S MS 65 Red PCGS. Uncharacteristically bright surfaces with 
blazing mint red color. Sure to be of interest to many bidders. 

55 1934 MS 66 Red ANACS; 1934-D MS 65 Red PCGS; 1935-S MS 
65 Red ANACS; 1937-S MS 66 Red NGC; 1939 MS 66 Red NGC; 
1940 MS 67 Red NGC; 1941 MS 67 Red NGC; 1941-D MS 67 Red 
NGC; 1941-S MS 67 Red NGC; 1943 MS 67 NGC; and a 1943-D 
MS 67 NGC. All are fully original and bright. (Total: 11 coins) 

56 1955/55 Doubled Die MS 63 Brown ANACS. The glossy brown 
color shows a few specks of carbon.

57 1936 Type Two PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. A flashy, nicely mir¬ 

rored proof that is just a couple of streaks of blue away from full red 
status. 


58 1938 cent PR 60 Red and Brown ANACS; 1939 cent PR 62 Red and 
Brown ANACS; 1941 cent PR 60 Red PCGS, hazy with a few spots; 
1937 quarter PR 60 PCGS, peripheral obverse toning; and a 1942 
quarter PR 62 ANACS, brilliant. (Total: 5 coins) 

59 1939 PR 66 Red PCGS. Original copper-red patina overall. An 
unspotted gem. 

60 1940 PR 66 Red PCGS. Lovely green-gold and fiery-red col¬ 
orations. 


61 1941 PR 66 Red NGC. A carbon-free, blazing red gem. 

62 1951 PR 64 Red PCGS, original copper-red color overall with no 
detracting spots; and a 1951 nickel PR 66 PCGS, lightly toned and 
fully original. (Total: 2 coins) 

CERTIFIED TWO-CENT PIECES 


63 1864 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Well struck, the surfaces show 
some muted red and light tan colorations. No detracting carbon spots 
are noted. 

64 1871 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Original red color in the fields 
with light brown accents on the highpoints of the design. Good lus¬ 
ter and overall appearance on this scarcer two-cent issue.

65 1865 PR 64 Red PCGS. Light golden-tan surfaces with ample reflec¬ 
tivity in the fields. Population: 16 in PR 64, 11 higher. 

66 1866 PR 65 Brown NGC. The fields are still brightly mirrored 
beneath the deep brown patina that covers most of each side, and 33 
there are still hints of original mint red that are undiminished by the 
passage of time. 

67 1869 PR 64 Red PCGS. A choice proof with bright red color and a 
razor-sharp strike. A few tiny spots are visible, almost hidden in the 84 
obverse design and a few light hairlines are seen on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED THREE-CENT SILVER 

68 1862/1 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and mostly untoned with the only 
visual distraction being a rather prominent carbon spot on the upper 
right of the obverse. 

69 1864 MS 66 PCGS. An unmistakable business strike and rare as 
such, being mostly brilliant with a bit of peripheral color, and 
exhibiting sparkling semi-prooflike fields. Obverse clash marks 
should not be confused with hairlines or other post-minting impair¬ 
ments. Population: 11 in 66, 6 higher. 

CERTIFIED THREE-CENT NICKELS 


70 1871 MS 65 NGC. Shimmering brilliance with an occasional blush 
of apricot toning on the reverse. Like any business strike three-cent 
nickel, a scarcity at this lofty grade level. Population: 22 in 65, 6 
higher. 

71 1880 MS 66 NGC. A scarce and desirable year for this business 
strike. The popularity of this odd coin was waning and Philadelphia 
ordered only about 20,000 pieces struck in this year. This piece 
exhibits deep, satiny luster over lightly toned surfaces. The strike is 
razor sharp on both sides with nearly full denticulation. Worth con¬ 
siderably more than MS 65 Trends, $690. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 


72 1869 PR 65 NGC. Brilliant and deeply mirrored but a bit softly 
struck on the left numeral on the reverse. A scarce, low mintage 
proof with an attractive cameo contrast. 

73 1870 PR 64 PCGS. Light in color and shallowly mirrored. 

74 1872 PR 65 NGC. Light golden patina partially overlays both sides. 

75 1874 PR 65 NGC. Untoned with deeply mirrored fields and a partial 
cameo effect. 


76 1875 PR 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a bit of porosity in the 
obverse field, not uncommon on proofs of this issue. 

77 1887/6 PR 66 PCGS. Deeply mirrored, flashy fields with contrasting 
mint frost on the devices. A superior example of this unusual over¬ 
dated proof, one of only four overdated proofs produced in the 19th 
century.

78 1873 MS 65 NGC. The silvery-gray surfaces are overlaid by a light 
dusting of golden-rose patina. 

79 1881 MS 64 NGC. Dusky gray-golden patina over moderately 
reflective mirrors. 

80 1883 MS 65 NGC. Bright, lustrous, and virtually untoned with just 
a bit of localized weakness. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 


81 1866 Rays PR 64 PCGS. An attractively toned, well mirrored exam¬ 

ple of this scarce and popular first year of type. 


82 1866 Rays PR 65 PCGS. A high-contrast example of this much 

sought after type coin. The diagnostic center dot is plainly visible on 
the reverse—a trait found on all genuine proofs of this year. The coin 
is mostly brilliant with some light golden color and we can see no 
obvious out-of-mint problems on either side. An important two-year 
proof type. 

1873 PR 66 NGC. Unlike later proof issues of this series, this is a 
legitimately scarce date in superb condition. All proofs this year 
exhibit the closed 3 in the date. Untoned but for the lightest of gold 
casts. Population: 9 in PR 66, none finer. 

1874 PR 65 NGC. A “satin finish” proof with the appearance of an 
exceptional quality business strike. Both sides show a blush of gold¬ 
en and sky-blue toning which is iridescent and very pleasing to the 
eye. This is a lovely example of the date and one that will make a 
nice addition to any collection. One of only 700 proofs struck, which 
is one of the lower mintages of the series. 

85 1876 PR 66 NGC. This bright example displays deeply mirrored 
fields and no mentionable defects. A remarkably attractive example 
of the date. Mintage: 1,150 proofs. 

86 1879/8 PR 66 PCGS. Easily one of the best preserved dates in the 
series. Deep mirrors with virtually perfect fields and just a hint of 
color. 

87 1881 PR 65 PCGS. Lightly toned with strongly mirrored fields. 
Although 3,575 proofs were struck, this date usually commands a 
premium because of the low production of business strikes of this 
year. 

88 1881 PR 67 PCGS. A dazzling proof with surfaces that appear to be 
flawless to the unaided eye. There is much original brilliance that 
shines beneath a pale layer of light golden patina. Unimprovable 
quality. Population: 6 in PR 67, none finer. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 


89 1883 No Cents MS 66 PCGS. A well struck, lightly toned example 
of this unique first year type coin. Sparkling luster abounds on both 
sides. 

90 1883 With Cents MS 65 NGC. Gray-golden patina with good under¬ 
lying luster. Sharply defined. 

91 1883 With Cents MS 66 PCGS. Fully lustrous with a bright cart¬ 
wheel effect and virtually no contact marks. Beautiful red-gold and 
sky-blue toning enhances each side. The scarcer of the two varieties 
in mint state, this piece certainly possesses superior eye appeal. 
Population: 8 in 66, none finer. 

92 1889 MS 65 NGC. Well struck with bright rose colored toning over 
both sides. 


93 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Beautiful satin-like luster with blushes of crim¬ 
son color framing the obverse and a light overlay of green-golden 
toning across the reverse. Surprisingly scarce, in fact one of the most 
difficult of all Liberty nickel issues in uncirculated. 

94 1893 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and attractively toned over bright, 
lustrous surfaces. 


95 1912 MS 65 NGC. A typically subdued appearance is seen through¬ 

out for this often dull date. Golden-gray toning has gathered on both 
sides. 


96 1912 MS 65 NGC. Beautiful golden-rose and lilac toning blankets 
both sides of this lustrous, well defined gem. 

97 1912-D MS 66 PCGS. This is an unusual offering. The 1912-D is a 
scarce item in MS 66 condition and, of course, an important coin 
because of the one year of issue of this design from the Denver mint. 
Fully struck in all areas, the satiny luster is unmarked by any men¬ 
tionable post-striking impairments, and both sides are lightly cov¬ 
ered with light gray-golden patina. Population: 8 in 66, none are 
finer. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 

98 1883 No Cents PR 66 NGC. Only slightly toned, the depth of mir¬ 
rors in the fields sets up a strong cameo contrast against the frosted 
devices. 

99 1883 With Cents PR 65 NGC. Well mirrored with even, light patina 
over both sides. 

100 1889 PR 65 NGC. Pale pastel iridescence overlays both sides of this 
brightly mirrored gem. 

101 1893 PR 64 PCGS. Unfathomably deep mirrors accent both sides of 
this near-brilliant, near-gem. 

102 1895 PR 66 PCGS. Light blue and red-orange toning on each side 
with a razor sharp strike. Deeply mirrored fields. Population: 7 in PR 
66, none finer. 

103 1905 PR 65 NGC. A brilliant, no-contrast proof that has a few light 
flyspecks of carbon that keep it from an even higher grade. 

104 1910 PR 65 NGC. The bright, dazzling mirrored fields flash force¬ 
fully through the rich layers of red and golden toning. 

CERTIFIED BUFFALO NICKELS 

105 1913 Type One MS 66 NGC. This fully struck gem displays an 
enchanting mix of colors that add considerably to the eye appeal of 
this splendid type coin. 

106 1913-D Type One MS 67 NGC. An outstanding example of this 
date, with deep, bright luster on the obverse and the characteristic, 
orange-peel surfaces on the reverse. Lightly toned an original, sky- 
blue color. Population: 2 in 67, none finer. 

107 1913-S Type Two MS 64 NGC. Dusky gray-olive patina, the obverse 
is not completely struck up on this scarcer early Buffalo. 

108 1914-S MS 68 NGC. This is a one-of-a-kind coin of irreplaceable 
quality. The surfaces are nearly flawless from a technical standpoint, 
as one might imagine, with unimpeachable visual appeal. The strike 
is fully brought up in all areas and the mint luster is bright and satiny. 
But what really separates this piece from the hundreds of other ‘ 14- 
S nickels is its incredible toning. Perhaps a tad darker than some 
might prefer, but no one could doubt its originality. The central por¬ 
tions of each side are rose and gray with the top of each side show¬ 
ing a long arc of bright rainbow iridescence. The only coin so grad¬ 
ed by either service and undoubtedly one of the finest business strike 
Buffalo nickels in existence of any date. 

109 1915 MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck with full satin luster that is not 
impeded by the light gray-gold haze on the surface. 

110 1918 MS 65 PCGS. Bright, satin-like luster with a light overlay of 
color. The most difficult P-mint from this decade as a gem. 

111 1919 MS 66 PCGS. Bright, pastel golden toning surrounds this 
flashy, silver-colored example. This example is well struck and 
decidedly above average, as confirmed by PCGS, which has graded 
only 2 finer. 

112 I9I9-D MS 64 PCGS. As one of the two foremost strike rarities in 
the Buffalo nickel series, this near-gem ‘19-D represents good value 
in this scarce issue. Light golden patina and sharply struck. 

113 1925-S XF 40 ANACS. Medium gray surfaces with even wear and 
no mentionable detractions. 

114 1926 MS 66 NGC. Bright mint luster with even golden-rose patina 
over each side that turns faintly iridescent toward the obverse rim.

115 1926-D MS 66 NGC. The 1926-D is one of the six most difficult 
strike rarities in the Buffalo nickel series. Most of the coins known 
of this issue are so weakly struck that they appear undesirable to 
many collectors. But this piece is very sharply defined with strong 
detail at the top of the buffalo’s head and a faint split in the tail. The 
surfaces are clean and problem-free with smooth, satiny luster 
beneath richly layered rose, sea-green, and blue toning. A premium 
example of this elusive issue. Population: 15 in 65, only 4 finer. 

116 1928-S MS 65 NGC. Light, attractive toning in shades of lavender, 
blue, and yellow-gold. Only a hint of softness on the highpoints 
keeps this lustrous example from an even higher grade. Population: 
18 in 65, 1 finer. 

117 1929 MS 66 PCGS. A full, sharp strike and unusually bright mint 
brilliance both complement this gem. Population: 11 in 66, none 
finer. 

118 1931-S MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous, lightly toned, and immaculate. 

119 1934 MS 66 NGC. Bright satiny luster provides the background for 
this coin’s rich reddish tinted patina. 

120 1935 MS 67 NGC. An exceptional business strike Buffalo nickel 
that has icy-blue toning over both sides with a light golden accent of 
contrasting color at the top of the buffalo’s hump and head. 
Population: 2 in 67, none are finer. 

121 1935-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck, yes, fully struck. Light golden 
patina with bright underlying mint luster.

122 1913 Type One PR 66 NGC. A gem example with an enchanting 
blend of gray, rose, and jade-green patina covering each side of this 
immaculate, fully detailed proof. Subdued matte luster is noted 
under the layers of toning. 

123 1916 PR 66 PCGS. Final year of issue for the matte proof nickels, 
the 1916 is the key issue in the series with a mintage of only 600 
pieces. This is a delightful example of this seldom-seen date. The 
surfaces are basically untoned but for a light gray-gold haze. 
Overall, the coin appears flawless and carbon-free. 

124 1936 Type One PR 66 PCGS. Very lightly toned, and in fact, pre¬ 
senting as a brilliant coin at arm’s length. This coin brings out the 
wondrous subtleties of the Satin Finish proofing process.

125 1939 PR 65 ANACS. Reverse of 1938. A scarcer proof variant that 
shows the “wavy” steps on Monticello as seen in 1938. Nicely 
reflective and attractively toned. 

126 1942-P nickel Type Two PR 66 PCGS. light color; and 1942 dime 
PR 66 PCGS, hazy rose color patina. (Total: 2 coins) 

127 1942-P Type Two PR 66 NGC, three pieces, all show light color. 
(Total: 3 coins)

128 1797 XF 40 NGC. 15 Stars. V-2, R.3. Deep cobalt-blue toning is 

seen in the fields and the lower relief areas of the design with the 
highpoints displaying accents of silver-rose, setting up a sharp con¬ 
trast with the depth of color that is seen overall. Weakly defined on 
the reverse, a teardrop shaped planchet flake is noted on the left side 
of the eagle’s breast.

129 1829 MS 64 PCGS. V-14, R.3. An enchanting coin that is sharply 

struck throughout. The fields have a bright, semi-prooflikeness that 
adds even more brightness and “life” to the overlay of finely speck¬ 
led multicolored patina that covers both sides. 
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130 1832 MS 64 NGC. V-l, R.l. Clean surfaces with deep rose-golden 
and lavender toning. Somewhat softly struck on several of the hair 
curls. A nice, high-end Bust half dime. 

131 1833 MS 63 NGC. V-6, R.2. Mislabeled on the insert as an 1832. 
This is an advanced and unlisted die state with a heavy die crack 
from the upper obverse rim to the front of the cap that continues to 
the forelock. Deep gray-golden patina. 

132 1833 MS 66 NGC. V-2, R.4. Deep sea-green and cobalt-blue toning 
is interspersed with an occasional dash of red here and there. 
Lustrous and free from any troubling abrasions, this is a memorable 
Capped Bust half dime.

133 1838 No Drapery MS 64 NGC. Well struck beneath a uniform steel- 
violet patina. Some gunmetal-blue shows at the borders. Initial year 
of this three-year type. 

134 1840 No Drapery MS 64 NGC. A breathtaking coin with full, corus¬ 
cating mint luster. Both sides show only slight accents of reddish- 
golden patina, mostly gathered about the peripheries. Fully struck 
and showing only the slightest post-striking impairments with a 
large die crack from the rim through Liberty’s foot and terminating 
at the left knee. This piece is not from the Berkeley hoard as the coin 
does not have a hint of prooflikeness in the fields, nor is there any 
weakness at the denticles. 

135 1843 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck and deeply toned in several attrac¬ 
tive shades. The peripheral details are also well defined. 

136 1848 MS 64 NGC. Medium Date. Well struck with deep, mottled 
patina. 

137 1 849/8 MS 65 PCGS. There is no known regular date 1849 half 
dime, i.e., coins without repunching of some sort on the digits in the 
date. There are several varieties of 9/8 overdates, and this is the 
boldest repunching we can remember having seen on this date. The 
left side of the 8 is completely visible with strong details within both 
the upper and lower loops of the 9. The gray-golden patina that cov¬ 
ers both sides has a strong underlying element of rose. Well defined 
throughout. 

138 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with pale pink 
and blue-green patination. 

139 1856 MS 65 NGC. Fully lustrous with creamy satin-like surfaces, 
this piece is brilliant and virtually mark-free. The strike is a bit weak, 
but the overall appearance is appealing. 

140 1862 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with the surfaces remaining clear, 
and showing deep, gunmetal-blue and gray toning overlaying both 
sides. An excellent type coin for the toning aficionado. 

141 1866 MS 64 PCGS. At a cursory glance it is a tough call whether this 
coin is a business strike or a proof, a decision made even more dif¬ 
ficult when one considers that both were struck from the same dies. 
As one would imagine the fields are deeply reflective, and the 
devices nicely frosted. Fully struck in all areas with problem-free 
surfaces for the grade. 

142 1872-S MS 65 NGC. Mintmark Below Bow. A jewel-like strike with 
meticulous detailing in all areas. Richly lustrous with gold, crimson, 
and blue toning.

143 1855 Arrows PR 65 NGC. Proof coinage prior to 1858 is consid¬ 

ered very rare, and this half-dime is no exception. Original mintage 
figures are unknown, but both services combined have certified only

This example is bright, sparkling, and interestingly toned with a 
wide, antique-golden streak of toning diagonally across the obverse. 
Sky-blue colorations surround it. The reverse exhibits a mostly bril¬ 
liant center with deepening golden colors toward the border. For 
pedigree purposes, a small diagonal mark is noted at the top of the 
M of DIME on the reverse. A rare and elusive proof issue. 
Population: 3 in PR 65, 1 finer. 


144 1857 PR 65 NGC. V-3. Closed 5, die dent on inner point of third 
star, pendant over right tip of 5, and shield point minutely left of 
upright of 1. Breen describes the known proofs as very rare, tracing 
only eight examples in his 1977 “Encyclopedia.” This is a lightly 
toned piece with glassy-mirrored fields and little toning on either 
side. Population: 4 in PR 65, 2 finer. 

145 1865 PR 66 PCGS. A very attractive example heavily toned in rich 
iridescent shades of blue, green, and lavender. A light cameo contrast 
on the devices makes this a particularly nice piece. Population: 7 in 
PR 66, none finer.

146 1797 VF 30 PCGS. 13 Stars. JR-2, R.4. Slightly scarcer than the 15 
Stars variety, this piece is deeply toned in the peripheral areas with 
lighter silver-gray centers. Good details for the grade with no trou¬ 
bling surface marks. 

147 1805 MS 64 NGC. Four Berries. JR-2, R.2. By far the most com¬ 
mon variety of the year, 1805 dimes are also one of the most com¬ 
mon dates of the type, and along with the 1796 and 1807, these are 
the three dates most frequently chosen for type purposes. This is a 
memorable early dime. The luster has a warm glow of golden and 
rose toning overall. The striking details are especially pronounced 
with some definition even seen on the eagle’s breast on the reverse, 
just lacking a bit of highpoint details on the shield. A very choice 
specimen.

148 1811/9 MS 64 NGC. JR-1, the only die of the year, R.3. The only 
known 1809 obverse die was modified by partially effacing the final 
two digits in the date and overpunching them with two Is. It was 
then married with the only known ‘09 reverse die, producing the 
scarce 1811/09 dime. This is a median state of the dies with several 
die cracks evident on the reverse. The surfaces are unquestionably 
original with uniform shades of golden-brown on the obverse and 
lovely bluish-green toning mixed with yellow-gold on the reverse. 
Population: 5 in 64, 3 higher; 3 higher at PCGS. 

149 1814 AU 50 NGC. Small Date. JR-1, R.3. Lustrous, original sur¬ 
faces beneath a blanket of lilac, gray, and gunmetal-blue colors. 
Softly struck near the outer edges, but all of the central details are 
sharp and well defined, even down to the center dot on the obverse. 
Wonderfully original and a pleasant alternative to the expensive mint 
state examples. 

150 1814 MS 66 NGC. JR-3, R.2. An outstanding early dime and 
undoubtedly the finest known. The Lovejoy specimen (previously 
considered the finest) was graded MS 65 by NGC and had a short 
line on the neck. Like that coin, this piece has superb cartwheel lus¬ 
ter. Both sides are overlaid with deep smoky-violet and russet pati¬ 
na with sea-green accents at the margins. Generally well struck, 
except on the peripheral stars, there is an extensive network of die 
cracks in the center of the reverse. An exceptional coin and worthy 
of the finest collection. Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 

151 1821 MS 62 PCGS. Large Date. JR-7, R.2. A solid mint state coin 
that has good luster beneath the variegated light to medium gray 
patina that covers both sides. Sharply defined except on the stars on 
the left side of the obverse, this is a worthwhile example of this con¬ 
ditionally scarce type coin. 

152 1835 MS 63 NGC. JR-6, R.4. Lilac-gray centers with orange-gold 
peripheries and smooth surfaces commensurate with the grade. 

153 1837 MS 66 NGC. JR-2. R.3. Moderately toned and fully struck 
with smooth, satiny luster that is uninterrupted by any noticeable, 
and certainly no objectionable, abrasions. Just a lovely type coin for 
the collector who desires a gem piece with light, mottled toning. A 
die crack traverses the reverse vertically from the rim through the E 
of AMERICA to the 0 of 10C. Also, we suspect this is the finest 
example known of the variety since the finest known listed in the JR 
reference was an MS 63. A rare opportunity. Population: 2 in 66, 
none finer.

154 1840 No Drapery MS 66 NGC. A supremely lustrous example of 
this scarce and always-popular type. The surfaces are nearly devoid 
of post-striking impairments and both sides are covered with a blan¬ 
ket of rich gray and light blue patina that does not obscure the under¬ 
lying sheen of mint frost. Population: 7 in 66, only 1 finer. 

155 1842-0 MS 63 NGC. A scarce item in strict mint condition, 
although found easily enough in lower circulated grades. Considered 
by Brian Greer as an R.7 in mint state. This piece shows some of the 
softness of highpoint detail common to this issue, but the coin is cer¬ 
tainly not weakly struck by any means. Very deeply toned, there is 
an overlay of steel-brown patina noted over each side. Population: 5 
in 63, only 4 finer. 

156 1853 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Struck on a lightly striated planchet and 
showing good detailing on all the design elements. Deeply toned 
with gray-golden hues on each side. A few minor marks prevent a 
higher grade. A premium example of this highly sought after, short¬ 
lived type. 

157 1854 Arrows MS 66 NGC. Unlike the first year of issue 1853, the 
1854 dimes were not saved in larger numbers at the time of issue, the 
newness of the altered design apparently having wom off. At the MS 
66 level this coin is tied for finest known honors with 3 other NGC 
coins and 7 PCGS pieces, some of these are likely resubmissions. 
This is a lustrous, fully struck dime that exhibits deepening violet- 
rose and ice-blue toning over each side and no mentionable flaws. A 
lovely example of this scarcer date within the Arrows type. 

158 1857 MS 64 NGC. Fully and intricately detailed, the surfaces of this 
piece are lightly toned and are enlivened somewhat by the bright, 
almost prooflike, finish in the fields. 

159 1859 MS 66 NGC. Near perfection in a Stars Obverse dime, the sur¬ 
faces are very clean and virtually free of abrasions. Moderately 
toned in shades of gray-rose and gunmetal-blue. the luster shines 
through. Population: 10 in 66, 8 finer. 

160 1860-0 VF 20 NGC. A veiy scarce date in any grade with a mintage 
of only 40,000 pieces. This example shows good detail and light- 
gray surfaces with even wear and no problems or distractions. 
Trends $1,000. 

161 1864-S AU 55 NGC. A sought-after San Francisco date in the series, 
many of which have been lost or destroyed. A bit of pale golden-gray 
patina is present on this fairly well struck coin. 

162 1867-S MS 66 NGC. Even though 140,000 pieces were produced, 
very few are extant today in better grades. Greer rates the ‘67-S an 
R.2+ overall. Examples are very scarce above VF with mint state 
coins rated R.7. This is one of only two pieces so graded by NGC 
with none having been so designated by PCGS. The design elements 
are sharply defined throughout and the coin is mostly brilliant with 
a faint accent of golden color on each side. A rare opportunity for the 
specialist. 

163 1868 AU 58 PCGS. Rather deeply toned and colored in differing 
shades on each side. Very close to mint state. 

164 1869-S MS 65 NGC. A solid gem example of this scarce issue. Both 
sides are fully struck and display light golden-brown toning with a 
splash of darker patina on the lower right portion of the obverse. 
Very scarce and desirable. Population: 7 in 65, none finer. 

165 1869-S MS 65 PCGS. A stunning example of this somewhat scarcer 
date. The surfaces are quite clean and show swirling mint frost that 
races around the coin. Untoned, this piece appears to us today just as 
it did 127 years ago—a numismatic moment frozen in time. 

166 1873 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. A worthwhile type coin, the Arrows 
issues of 1873-74 are always avidly sought out by collectors. The 
surfaces are very satiny and lightly toned at the borders. The strike 
is sharply brought up in most all areas and there are only the slight¬ 
est marks on either side. 


167 1875-CC MS 66 NGC. A fully struck gem with full mint bloom. 
The surfaces are mostly brilliant (due in large part to the irrepress¬ 
ible mint frost) but there is just the lightest trace of pale golden pati¬ 
na also seen on each side. A terrific looking type coin. Population: 3 
in 66, only 1 finer. 

168 1876 MS 64 PCGS. Silvery-gray over most of the coin with an 
accent of deep russet along the left rim on each side. A couple of 
minor abrasions in the right field account for the grade. 

169 1876-S MS 64 NGC. Very frosty with a bright, virtually untoned 
appearance over both sides and the usual softness on Liberty’s head. 

170 1877 MS 65 NGC. Bright, shimmering mint luster are the signature 
of this lovely gem. Very light in color, the strike is incomplete but 
one tends to not notice as the luster is so overpowering. 

171 1883 MS 64 NGC. A sharply struck, near-brilliant example of this 
popular issue. 

172 1886 MS 64 PCGS. The frosted mint luster is mostly brilliant but 
does show an occasional fleck of color here and there. 

173 1886 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and smooth with a slight overlay of 
intermittent light russet toning. Flashy and exceptionally clean. 

174 1886-S MS 65 NGC. A veiy scarce and much underrated issue in 
mint state, often priced similarly to more obtainable dates such as 
the 1879 and 1880. Mostly untoned with thick, satiny luster on both 
sides. Population: 5 in 65, 7 higher. 

175 1888-S MS 65 PCGS. A gem example with fully brilliant surfaces 
and sharply defined design details. 

176 1890 MS 64 NGC. Untoned and sharply struck. 

177 1891 MS 66 NGC. One of the more commonly encountered dimes 
in the series, the 1891 is occasionally available in gem condition. 
This piece is well defined in most areas and shows thick satiny lus¬ 
ter with deep multicolored toning throughout. Population: 23 in 66, 
9 finer. 

178 1891-0 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant throughout with bright, prooflike 
fields. Just a bit softly struck at the top of the obverse. 

179 1891-0 MS 65 NGC. If you are a connoisseur of high quality Seated 
dimes, this should fit nicely in your collection. In addition to the date 
and mint being a scarcer one in this, the last year of the Seated dime, 
the surfaces are unusually frosty and moderately toned in russet 
hues. Population: 16 in 65, 2 finer. 

180 1891-S MS 66 PCGS. Mottled golden and gray-violet toning is 
sprinkled across the obverse while the reverse is overlaid in pale red¬ 
dish-gold and aqua hues. The underlying surfaces are satiny in tex¬ 
ture and virtually flawless. One of the finest known examples of this 
final year S-mint. Population: 4 in 66, none higher (7/96).

181 1865 PR 63 PCGS. Glittering, watery mirrors under rose-gray and 
gunmetal-blue toning that lightens only slightly in the center of the 
reverse. A premium, low total mintage issue, 500 of which are 
proofs. 

182 1872 PR 64 PCGS. Medium lavender toning combines with 
sparkling, bright surfaces. A small planchet flaw to the right of 
Liberty’s head limits the grade. 

183 1873 Arrows PR 63 PCGS. A worthwhile type coin that is quite 
scarce and in constant demand by collectors. This is a mostly bril¬ 
liant piece that shows just the slightest hint of surface color. The 
detail on the top of the head is not quite complete, but this is the only 
noticeable or mentionable flaw we can find on the coin. 

184 1875 PR 66 NGC. This bright cameo example shows highly reflec¬ 
tive surfaces, frosted devices, and a white, untoned appearance. One 
of only 700 proofs struck. Population: 7 in PR 66, 1 finer. 
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1876 PR 65 NGC. Moderately frosted devices complement the 
untoned mirror surfaces. A gem example of this centennial year 
proof. 

1881 PR 66 NGC. Untoned with full, watery brilliance. Due to the 
low business strike mintage, a more desirable proof issue. 
Population: 17 in PR 66, 5 finer. 

1882 PR 65 PCGS. Deeply reflective proof fields with cobalt-blue 
toning on the obverse and contrasting light golden-brown on the 
reverse. 

1884 PR 66 PCGS. Deeply reflective, the near-flawless surfaces 
display alternating bands of rich golden-brown and cobalt-blue ton¬ 
ing on the obverse while the reverse is lightly trimmed in pale gold¬ 
en at the margin.

1892- 0 MS 64 NGC. Brilliant with above average luster for this 
popular Southern mint. A small grease stain (as struck) on the bridge 
of the nose is somewhat distracting. 

1893- 0 MS 66 PCGS. A gem example with deep iridescent toning 
on the obverse, pale golden-brown on the reverse. A splendid, high 
grade coin that is virtually flawless. 

1894 MS 62 NGC. Very pale color. 

1895-S MS 64 PCGS. A bold striking with overlays of gray and 
rose-gold toning. The ‘95-S is one of the better known scarcities 
among Barber dimes in uncirculated grades and is particularly elu¬ 
sive in higher grades. Population: 3 in 64, 2 higher. 

1897 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and displaying red-orange and soft 
gray toning on both sides. Exceptionally clean surfaces. 

1897- S MS 65 PCGS. A scarce and largely underappreciated issue 
in the series with mint state coins rating a solid R.5. Struck from stri¬ 
ated dies that give the coin flash beneath the mottled gray-russet ton¬ 
ing. Population: 2 in 65, 1 finer. 

1898- 0 MS 66 PCGS. A rare date in mint state, considered an R.6 
issue in uncirculated, and one of the major strike rarities in the 
series. This piece is slightly better struck than most with LIBER 
showing on the headband (many show no letters). Highly lustrous 
and moderately toned at the obverse periphery. The reverse is some¬ 
what deeper in color with a gray-rose center, and gunmetal-blue at 
the border. As such, this should be of interest to specialists in the 
series. Population: 3 in 66, none finer. 

1899- S MS 67 NGC. One of the scarcer issues in the Barber dime 
series in the better grades of mint state. At the MS 67 level this piece 
stands as one of the two finest graded by NGC (PCGS has certified 
one as such). The surfaces appear flawless and both sides exhibit 
variegated multicolored patina of near-indescribable beauty. An out¬ 
standing coin and worthy of the finest set. 

1902-0 MS 64 NGC. Mostly white with delicate light golden ton¬ 
ing. The surfaces are very clean with one small tick on the cheek. A 
very difficult date in this grade with the NGC Census Report listing 
only 7 coins in this grade and 4 higher. Trends $1,750. 

1903 MS 64 NGC. The bright, silvery sheen has a golden arc of 
color on each side near the rim. 

1905- 0 MS 66 PCGS. A gem example of this scarce O-mint issue. 
Nicely toned around the perimeters with russet and sea-green patina. 
Population: 6 in 66, 3 finer. 

1906- D MS 66 NGC. An original gem with exceptionally clean sur¬ 
faces and moderate toning in shades of crimson and blue over the 
obverse, the reverse is lighter in the center with deepening golden 
shades toward the border. 1906 marks the first year of Denver mint 
production, an added bonus on this remarkably preserved specimen. 
Population: 6 in 66, none finer. 

1911 MS 64 NGC. Satiny and quite well struck. Charcoal-russet ton¬ 
ing appears in the protected areas and near the rims.

202 1895 PR 65 NGC. A strict gem, fully brilliant and exhibiting notice¬ 
able contrast between the fields and devices. 

203 1896 PR 65 NGC. Brightly mirrored in the fields, and surprisingly 
so considering the dusky gray toning that covers the obverse. The 
reverse, on the other hand, has a light golden tint that is most appeal¬ 
ing. 

204 1898 PR 67 NGC. It would be interesting to know who originally 
owned the proof set this marvelous coin came from, for it surely was 
a part of a set as evidenced from the toning signature left over both 
sides. Blue and sea-green colors dominate with golden-rose inter¬ 
spersed as well with deeply reflective fields. 

205 1908 PR 68 PCGS. A splendid proof type coin. The fields have an 
unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity and both sides are toned. 
The patination is so varied and lovely that it is quite a challenge to 
accurately describe, and nearly impossible to convey the full visual 
impact of the coin. The obverse has a deep blue and rust coloration, 
and the reverse is brilliant at the top with an iridescent arc of gold¬ 
en, brown, and blue on the lower half. That is the simplest way to 
describe the coin, but it really must be seen to be fully appreciated. 
Population: 1 in 68, none are finer. 

206 1914 PR 66 NGC. Brilliant, brilliant, brilliant—those are the three 
words that come to mind when first viewing this coin. The fields are 
unfathomably deep pools of reflectivity and there are no obvious 
signs of impairment from handling, all of which combine to create 
an impressive proof type coin. 

207 1915 PR 66 PCGS. A colorfully toned coin with multicolored 
shades on both sides and the last year of production for proof Barber 
dimes. Population: 4 in PR 66, 2 finer. 

208 1915 PR 67 NGC. Mostly brilliant with just the slightest accent of 
golden patina at the margins, the fields are uncommonly deep in 
their mirrored reflectivity. A lovely proof Barber dime. Population: 
4 in 67, none finer.

209 1917-D MS 63 Full Bands NGC. Satiny and untoned. A difficult 
issue in its own right, without the fanfare of its D-mint predecessor. 

210 1917-S MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Fully struck throughout but a bit 
too dull to grade any higher. 

211 1917-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Superb quality and fully brilliant 
with thick, frosted luster over finely granular surfaces. 

212 1918 MS 66 NGC. Well struck, although not quite full in the cross¬ 
band area, the surfaces are moderately toned in delicate steel-violet 
shades with crimson accents. A superior example. 

213 1919 MS 65 PCGS. Very sharply struck throughout and lacking just 
a bit of detail in the center of the bands to qualify as a Full Bands 
coin. Medium gray toning over both sides with some underlying rose 
colorations. 


214 1919-D MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Lightly toned over fully struck, 
matte-like surfaces. 

215 1920-D MS 65 NGC. Exceptionally lustrous beneath the even, light 
gray patina that covers both sides of this impeccably preserved gem. 

216 1920-D MS 65 PCGS. Satiny luster lies beneath light original ton¬ 
ing. A very scarce branch mint issue to locate in high grades. 

217 1923 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. A high-end specimen with blushes 
of delicate natural patina here and there. Population: 42 in 66, only 
6 finer. 


218 1923-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Lustrous with just the slightest 

hint of color, a few small abrasions account for the grade of this 
scarce issue. 
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219 1924-D MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Bright and lustrous with a some¬ 
what grainy texture noticed on the obverse. This scarce Mercury 
dime is, condition-wise, one of the key dates in the series. 

A lavishly toned gem specimen, overlaid in 
golden and sea-green shades with hints of bright rose color at the 
rims, and displaying full underlying mint brilliance. One of the most 
challenging dates in the Mercury dime series in gem condition, with 
or without full bands. This is the only piece graded MS 66 by PCGS 
(7/96) with none finer. A true “monster coin” that will inspire lively 
competitive bidding between discriminating Mercury dime collec- 


221 1925-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Delicately toned with lustrous, 
near mark-free surfaces. Scarcer date. 

222 1925-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. A fully brilliant specimen with 
intense mint luster. The clean-cheeked obverse is particularly choice 
on this conditionally scarce S-mint issue. 

223 1926-S MS 65 NGC. A difficult, low-mintage issue that emerges, 
even in moderately circulated grades, as a scarcity from this popular 
series. This is a well struck coin with satiny luster and muted gray 
toning. 

224 1928-D MS 65 PCGS. Light golden-gray toning atop lustrous sur¬ 
faces. Very well preserved for this more difficult D-mint Mercury. 

225 1928-S MS 66 NGC. Spectacularly colored on the obverse in multi¬ 
ple shadings with bright, attractive, underlying mint luster. The 
reverse, on the other hand, has more of a “crusty” appearance with 
deeper golden-russet hues and less obvious mint luster. 

226 1928-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Bright mint luster underlies the 
attractive golden-rose and lilac toning. 

227 1928-S MS 64 Full Bands NGC. Scattered, spotty toning over 
bright, satiny surfaces. A premium coin with fully split bands. 

228 1930 MS 66 PCGS. Untoned and virtually blemish-free, with an 
almost complete separation of the horizontal bands. 

229 1930-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Originally and attractively toned 
with satin-like luster. 


230 1931 -D MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Virtually untoned and displaying 
a mark-free, satiny appearance. A gem example of this popular low- 
mintage issue. 

231 1935-D MS 67 NGC. Spectacular rainbow color covers the obverse, 
while the reverse is somewhat tamer with its mostly bright reddish- 
golden coloration. 

232 1937 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. A dusting of russet and gray toning 
can be seen over both sides of this pristine gem. 

233 1938 MS 67 Full Bands NGC. Frosty and hinting of golden obverse 
color, all details are boldly defined.

Bright, frosty luster and full defi¬ 
nition of the cross band details. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

238 1937 PR 64 PCGS, brilliant: 1940 PR 64 PCGS, a trace of light 
golden haze on the reverse; and a 1942 PR 64 PCGS, brilliant except 
for a couple of brown spots on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 


239 1937 PR 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant with a light haze over each side. 

240 1938 PR 66 NGC, the dazzling proof surfaces show just a bit of pale 
golden haze; 1939 PR 66 NGC, brilliant: and a 1940 PR 66 NGC. 
deeply mirrored and brilliant in the centers with golden peripheral 
color. (Total: 3 coins) 

241 1938 PR 68 NGC. Mostly brilliant with just a hint of multicolored 
patina just beginning to form. Unhairlined and bright, a superb spec¬ 
imen. Population: 4 in PR 68, none finer. 

242 1940 PR 66 NGC. Multicolored iridescent toning with bright, under¬ 
lying mirrors in the fields. 

CERTIFIED TWENTY-CENT PIECES 


243 1875-S MS 64 NGC. The bright mint luster is overlaid by only the 
slightest touch of golden-brown patina. Well struck except at the top 
of the obverse with complete definition on the eagle’s left wing. A 
sharp looking type coin. 

244 1875-S MS 65 NGC. Deep blue-green toning with an undercoating 
of rose and golden. Well struck in almost all areas with complete 
definition at the top of the eagle’s wing. An outstanding type coin. 

CERTIFIED BUST QUARTER 

245 1821 AU 55 PCGS. B-2, R.5. Very scarce as a variety; in fact, this is 
the first B-2 we can remember having offered in the past couple 
years. This is an original coin that has taken on lovely gray and gold¬ 
en patina with good underlying mint luster still remaining. A bit soft¬ 
ly defined on the highpoints, but there are no mentionable abrasions 
on either side of this choice AU coin. 


CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

246 1841-0 MS 64 PCGS. One of the more available early O-mint 
Seated quarters due, in part, to the discovery of a small hoard (at 
least 40 specimens) during excavation for the foundation of the 
Meridien Hotel in New Orleans’ French Quarter in 1982. The fields 
are satiny and virtually injury-free under a layer of original golden- 
gray patina. Some softness of definition is noted on the reverse at the 
base of the eagle. This specimen is tied with two others for the finest 
thus far certified by PCGS. Population: 3 in 64, none finer. 

247 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck and toned deep 
gray over most of the surfaces with an underlying golden-brown. A 
respectable, uncirculated example of this popular one-year type 


248 1858 MS 64 NGC. Brilliant and fully struck with bright, semi¬ 
prooflike fields. Quite a nice example of the No Motto design. 

249 1877-S MS 66 PCGS. Simply spectacular. There is no other way to 
adequately describe the thick mint luster and rainbow of colors that 
covers each side of this impressive With Motto quarter. One just 
must see this coin to believe it—golden and sea-green on the 
obverse, the reverse has a bright scarlet center with jade green 
peripheral color. Population: 1 in 66, none are finer. 

250 1879 MS 64 NGC. First of the low mintage years that stretch from 
1879 through 1891, this year’s production was limited to only 
14,700 pieces, of which 1,100 were proofs. Well struck, except on 
several of the stars, the fields are bright and prooflike with just a bit 
of cartwheel in evidence. Lightly toned. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 


251 1863 PR 64 PCGS. Splendid two-toned surfaces showing only 
minor hairlines in the fields. One of just 460 proofs issued, and inter¬ 
esting as a Civil War issue. 

252 1864 PR 66 NGC. An elusive Civil War era issue, one of a mere 470 
proofs struck; yet, proofs are more obtainable than the even rarer 
business strikes. The fields are deep and glassy and both sides are 
overlaid with rich shadings of red, golden, and cobalt-blue. An out¬ 
standing example of this rare issue. Population: 2 in 66, none are 
finer.

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1881 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored fields, each side displays light 
golden-brown patina with blue peripheral accents of color. A very 
flashy coin with a bright proof finish. 

1883 PR 65 NGC. Deep gunmetal-blue and gray toning overlays 
each side. Scarce as a business strike and popular as a proof. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

1892 MS 64 PCGS. Deep blue and rose toned surfaces. 

1895 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck and untoned, but too dull to grade 
higher. 

1908-D MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck with sparkling, semi-prooflike 
surfaces that are overlaid with light gray-brown patina that deepens 
considerably toward the rims and includes sea-green at the margins. 

1908-D MS 65 NGC. Glowing mint luster beneath speckled golden 
and lilac toning. 

1915 MS 63 ANACS. Lightly toned in red-ochre shades, the sur¬ 
faces are hampered by a few scattered surface marks that limit the 
grade. 

1915-S MS 63 PCGS. Lightly and attractively toned with adequate 
luster for the grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

1898 PR 66 NGC. When one is searching for a true, superlative 
addition for either a type or a date set, this Barber quarter should cer¬ 
tainly be in the running. Both the obverse and reverse are superbly 
brilliant with a hint of golden patina overall. Deeply mirrored fields 
and frosted devices yield the much sought-after cameo effect. 
Careful examination shows that what may be called hairlines, are 
actually fine scratches in the plastic holder that are reflecting light 
on the mirrored surfaces. If a high grade proof Barber quarter is 
required, this specimen should certainly be considered. 

1899 PR 65 NGC. Glittering, two-toned surfaces are lightly overlaid 
in milky golden shades. 

1901 PR 64 NGC. Moderately contrasted and mostly brilliant with 
just a whisper of color on each side. 

1914 PR 64 PCGS. Deep purple and blue toning with a few lighter 
accents around the devices. 

1915 PR 65 NGC. Razor sharp with full watery brilliance and deep, 
colorful reddish-golden toning peripherally. The center of the 
reverse is bright, jade-green. One of just 450 proofs struck. 
Population: 17 in PR 65, 16 finer. 

CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

1917 Type One MS 65 Full Head NGC. Lightly toned over frosted, 
matte-like surfaces. 

1917-D Type One MS 65 Full Head PCGS. The granular surfaces 
are mostly brilliant with an attractive accent of golden-russet periph¬ 
eral color around each side. 

1917-D Type Two MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Pale golden color 
accents the devices. 

1917-D Type Two MS 65 Full Head NGC. Fully brilliant with a 
deep, satiny-white brilliance on either side. A truly outstanding 
example of this more difficult issue. Population: 13 in 65, 1 higher. 

1917- S Type Two MS 64 Full Head PCGS. White and lustrous, 
with a bold, sharp strike. 

1918- D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Fully struck, except on the eagle’s 
breast feathers, as always, the surfaces are lightly and evenly toned 
a pale golden-rose with strong underlying mint frost. 


272 1921 MS 65 NGC. A rare, key date issue with an original mintage 
of only 1.9 million pieces. This date is rare enough that pieces have 
been altered from 1924 coins. This is a very flashy, near-flawless 
example that is very close to having full details on the head of 
Liberty. Lustrous and mostly brilliant with just the lightest overlay 
of patina. 

273 1924-D MS 66 NGC. Dazzling, white mint frost with a faint accent 
of golden peripheral color. 

274 1924-D MS 66 NGC. Frosty and virtually mark-free, with head and 
shield detail that is uncommonly sharp for the issue. Hints of deep 
golden color grace the border areas. 

275 1924-S MS 65 NGC. Light, pastel golden toning and well struck. 
Heavy die striations in the reverse fields give the coin a bright, semi- 
prooflikeness that is uncommon on this design type. 

276 1924-S MS 66 NGC. Supremely lustrous and well preserved, but 
exhibiting the normal flatness on Liberty’s head and at the top of the 
date. Hints of golden color peripherally. Population: 13 in 66 , 2 
higher. 

277 1926 MS 65 PCGS. Superb mint luster and almost completely bril¬ 
liant. 

278 1927-D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. A lustrous, fully bright example. 
This one could have just come from an original roll. An unusually 
sharp strike for this very scarce issue. 

279 1928-S MS 66 PCGS. Very deep, mottled, iridescent toning covers 
both sides of this lustrous, high grade quarter. 

280 1929-S MS 66 PCGS. Impeccably preserved with excellent luster, a 
near absence of toning (just some crisscrossing golden patina on the 
obverse), and sharp highpoint definition. 

281 1930 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. A typically strong strike that is pre¬ 
dominately layered in light golden patina. 

CERTIFIED WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

282 1932-D MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous, lightly toned example of this 
always-popular key date in the Washington quarter series. 

283 1932-S MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with shimmering, lustrous 
surfaces. A scarce find in this grade. 

284 1934 MS 64 PCGS. A choice, lightly toned example. 

285 1934-D MS 65 NGC. Lightly and attractively toned with strong 
underlying luster. 

286 1935-D MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and light in color overall with dark¬ 
er specks scattered across the reverse. 

287 1936-D MS 64 PCGS. Uncommonly bright and attractive mint frost 
gives this near-gem an element of visual appeal not usually seen on 
most examples of this issue. 

288 1937 MS 67 NGC. Essentially perfect, both sides are toned to vary¬ 
ing degrees, the obverse shows a deep patch of smoky-violet patina 
over the portrait of Washington. 

289 1938-S MS 67 NGC. Superb quality, the surfaces display light gray- 
lilac patination with deeper rainbow iridescence at the margins. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

290 1936 PR 65 PCGS. First year of issue for modem proofs, the ‘36 
quarter has the lowest official mintage of the five denominations 
struck that year, and as such is the key to the 1936-42 proof series. 
This is a well mirrored and lightly toned example that shows no 
detracting blemishes. 

291 1936 PR 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant, a small toning spot is noted on 
the reverse. An important early proof. 
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CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 


292 1795VG 10PCGS. 0-131,R.4. A scarcer variety that has the unusu¬ 
al berry arrangement of 7 left and 9 right with 2 inside and 1 outside 
the right side of the wreath under the right wing of the eagle. The 
obverse is evenly worn and medium gray in color, while the reverse 
is weakly defined in the center with several peripheral adjustment 
marks, a couple of spots, and two small planchet flakes. 

293 1806 XF 45 NGC. Pointed 6, No Stem Through Claw. 0-109, R.l. 
Intermediate die state with a die crack at the base of the 180 in the 
date and the beginnings of a crack at star 12. Light to medium gray 
with some softness in the centers. 


CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 


294 1810 XF 45 PCGS. O-102a, R.2. Silver-gray overall with deeper 
golden accents around the margins; localized striking weakness is 
seen on the chin of Liberty and the eagle’s left wing, a trait seen on 
advanced die states of this variety. 

295 1822 MS 64 NGC. 0-113, R.3. A mid-condition census coin, this is 
a lovely Bust half and is a coin that has obviously been well taken 
care of over the years. The bright, silvery, lustrous sheen that covers 
the surfaces is overlaid by a light covering of golden patina. Sharply 
struck and nearly defect-free. 

296 1826 MS 64 PCGS. 0-117, R.l. Moderately toned in golden, gray- 
violet. and bluish-green hues. The central details are characteristi¬ 
cally sharp on this condition census 0-117. 

297 1827 AU 55 PCGS. Straight Base 2. 0-126, R.2. Well struck with 
deep charcoal-gray patina overall, the surfaces retain some of their 
original luster under the layers of patina. A nice looking, near-mint 
type coin. 

298 1830 AU 50 ANACS. 0-102, R.3. Light in color and well struck 
with luster noticeable in the protected areas. 

299 1832 AU 58 PCGS. 0-106, R.l. Smoky-gray patina overall with 
rose tinted undertones. Well struck with much original luster remain¬ 
ing. 

300 1832 MS 61 ANACS. 0-111, R.l. Sharply struck and nearly free 
from any color. An interesting, if common, variety that shows two 
center dots 1 mm. apart between crossbars 4 and 5. 

301 1832 MS 62 ANACS. 0-102, R.l. A lustrous, original coin that has 
been left to tone naturally over the decades. Just a few small marks 
are scattered over each side. 


CERTIFIED REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLAR 


302 1836 Reeded Edge MS 63 NGC. One of the most popular and high¬ 
ly sought after half dollars ever minted. Only 1,200 pieces were pro¬ 
duced during this transitional year. It was during this year that the 
mint finally implemented the use of the steam press in the minting 
of coinage. This advancement in technology allowed all parts of the 
coin, including the new, reeded edge to be produced at the same 
time. Curiously, many of the halves struck this year show some soft¬ 
ness of strike. So it is with this piece. The eagle’s feathers on the 
reverse are somewhat softly defined along the left side of the shield 
and on the neck, but the obverse is sharp. Toned in deep shades of 
blue and gray with considerable underlying rose and citrine irides¬ 
cence. An important 19th century type as well as a key, low mintage 
issue. Population: 3 in 63, only 1 finer. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

303 1840 Reverse of 1839 MS 65 NGC. Mottled gray-golden toning 
with colorful splashes of bluish-green and orange. The strike is vir¬ 
tually full, as are most examples of the Small Letters variety. 
Population: 4 in 65, 1 higher. 

304 1844-0 MS 60 NGC. Steel-gray toning equally overlays each side 
of this scarcer date. Some softness of strike is noted on the stars and 
on the eagle’s leg. 


305 1855-0 Arrows MS 62 NGC. An attractive, silver-gray example that 
shows plenty of original luster and only a few minor, grade-limiting 
abrasions. Scarcer date. 

306 1857 MS 64 NGC. Reasonably well struck and toned in deeper 
shades of steel-gray and golden-rose. 

307 1866-S No Motto AU 50 PCGS. The final year of the No Motto 
type and missing from many collections, as most of the 60,000 
pieces minted were extensively worn or melted. This is a lightly cir¬ 
culated example, silver-gray in color with good detail but rather sub¬ 
dued luster and no mentionable marks or abrasions on either side. A 
very elusive No Motto Seated half dollar. 

308 1876-S MS 63 NGC. Deep, variegated toning. 

309 1886 MS 62 PCGS. Prooflike with variegated color. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


310 1861 PR 64 NGC. Deeply reflective, the surfaces are overlaid by 
light, variegated golden-gray toning with an arc of rainbow at the 
margin of the obverse. 

311 1880 PR 65 NGC. Cameo contrast on the devices is visible through 
toning in shades of violet and gold. Rashes of blue iridescence are 
seen about the borders. Gem quality for this low total mintage issue. 

312 1882 PR 64 PCGS. A flashy and deeply mirrored example of this 
popular, low total mintage issue. The devices are heavily contrasted 
against the “blackness” seen in the proof fields. A bit of hazy gray- 
rose patina is noted, primarily around the reverse rim, with most of 
the coin brilliant. 

313 1884 PR 65 NGC. A popular, low total-mintage issue in which busi¬ 
ness strikes are so scarce in high grade that proofs are often substi¬ 
tuted in date sets. This is a deeply mirrored and deeply toned exam¬ 
ple of unimpeachable quality. Population: 25 in 65, only 8 finer. 

314 1885 PR 63 PCGS. Brightly mirrored with a few stray hairlines in 
the fields, showing virtually untoned centers surrounded by some 
milky-golden toning at the rims. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

315 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Mottled gray toning with with ample sharp¬ 
ness. A low-mintage date, the ‘92-0 is particularly scarce in mint 
state for a first year issue. 

316 1894 MS 65 NGC. A frosty example of this scarcer P-mint, show¬ 
ing hints of golden color on either side. One of just 9 pieces so grad¬ 
ed by NGC with 3 finer. 

317 1895-S MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck and rather deeply toned with a 
few scuffs on the cheek and neck of Liberty that limit the grade. 

318 1899 MS 62 PCGS. The gray-brilliance of the coin is interrupted by 
occasional patches of deep golden-brown patina. 

319 1901 MS 63 NGC. Golden toned on the obverse with a pinkish tint¬ 
ed reverse. Great luster, just a few bagmarks. 

320 1905 MS 65 NGC. Original dove-gray toning overlays each side 
and is accented with golden and blue colorations. The underlying 
surfaces display shimmering mint luster and appear virtually free of 
most noticeable blemishes. As a date, the 1905 ranks as one of the 
most difficult P-mints in the Barber half dollar series in mint state. 
Population: 2 in 65, 1 finer. 

321 1907 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck, the lustrous surfaces are covered 
with an even layer of light patina. 

322 1908-0 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, well struck, and lightly toned except 
for speckled patination on the portrait of Liberty. 
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323 1909 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with mottled gray and brown toning 
about the portrait on the obverse. Lovely satin-like mint luster cov¬ 
ers the surfaces and enhances the scattered patination. Population: 9 
in 65, 1 higher. 

324 1914 MS 64 NGC. A thoroughly original example of Barber half 
dollar coinage. Luster shines through a hint of light silver-gray ton¬ 
ing, with scattered spots of iridescent color found on both obverse 
and reverse. This near-gem is sure to please the date collector look¬ 
ing for a coin with pizzazz. 

325 1914 MS 65 NGC. Fully detailed with delicate golden-gray accents. 
The low-mintage 1914 brings a premium in all grades and is espe¬ 
cially scarce in uncirculated. Population: 3 in 65, none finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

326 1900 PR 65 PCGS. Unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields, so 
deep that they are little affected by the strong violet and blue toning 
that covers both sides. A majestic, toned gem proof of this popular 
tum-of-the-century date. 

327 1907 PR 66 NGC. Bright, mirrored fields and nearly flawless sur¬ 
faces overall with flecks of iridescent color scattered across each 
side. 

328 1909 PR 66 NGC. An amazingly well preserved Barber half. The 
surfaces appear utterly devoid of post-striking imperfections. Most 
of the original mint brilliance is still in evidence with the addition of 
some mottled, golden-brown patina across each side, deeper at the 
borders. The devices are heavily frosted but the presence of the 
irregular toning prevents the inevitable contrast from being even 
more apparent than it is. An exceptional type coin. Population: 26 in 
PR 66, 9 are finer. 

329 1911 PR 65 PCGS. Watery mirrors with virtually no discemable 
imperfections and a light cameo contrast between fields and devices. 
A light gray-gold haze does nothing to distract from this coin’s over¬ 
all beauty. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 


330 1917 MS 65 NGC. Well defined, the fine-grain surfaces have a 
satiny finish and are mostly brilliant with russet peripheries. 

331 1917-D Reverse MS 64 NGC. One of the major strike rarities in the 
Walker series, the * 17-D Reverse is usually found in lower grades 
and with poor definition on the head of Liberty. This piece is not 
fully defined on the head either; however, the hand detail is very 
sharp and the skirt lines are about as strong as one is likely to see on 
an early Walker. Bright, frosted mint luster covers both sides with 
mottled gray-golden patina throughout but deeper in hue on the 
obverse. Slight planchet flaking is noted at the top of the rim on the 
obverse, apparently accounting for the coin’s grade. 

332 1917-S Reverse MS 62 NGC. Bright, satin-like surfaces with only a 
few flecks of obverse color and the usual softness on Liberty’s head. 

333 1917-S Reverse MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck and originally toned 
with bright satin-like luster and only showing a few tiny marks 
beneath the golden color. 

334 1918-S MS 64 PCGS. Toned in rich, variegated red-gold and gray 
colors. Well struck for this typically miserable issue, with strong 
feather details on the reverse and some real live detail beginning to 
show on Liberty’s hand. A “must-see” coin for the Walker specialist. 

335 1919 MS 63 PCGS. A scarce, low production issue that enjoys con¬ 
stant demand from collectors of this popular series. Very sharply 
struck with scattered, light toning over both sides. 

336 1921-S XF 40 ANACS. A moderately circulated coin, both sides are 
evenly toned with light gray-brown patination. There are no obvious 
or mentionable abrasions or mint-made defects on this very scarce 
issue. 


337 1927-S MS 65 PCGS. For the 1927-S, the most critical determinant 
for price is the strength of strike. Very few (if any) full strike coins 
exist in gem condition. This is a well struck gem that shows some 
softness in the hand area as well as on the head of Liberty. The frost¬ 
ed, lustrous surfaces are a delight to behold. Portions of both obverse 
and reverse rims are toned in iridescent blues and golds. Virtually 
free from abrasions with a few die striations in the right obverse 
field. Population: 22 in 65, 2 are finer. 

338 1929-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with just a bit of 
light patina on each side. 

339 1929-S MS 66 NGC. Light in color with a few speckles of dark rus¬ 
set at the margin of the obverse.

Very bright and deeply reflective, 
the surfaces are remarkably free from most contact marks and abra¬ 
sions. A gem quality specimen of this scarcer date. 

1900- 0/CC MS 65 NGC. A fully gem example of this conditionally 
challenging Morgan dollar variety. Brilliant and satiny, there are 
only the slightest abrasions on either side. The CC undermintmark is 
quite obvious, even to the unaided eye. 

1900-S MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous, clean-cheeked specimen held back 
in grade by a slight softness in strike above Liberty’s ear and faint 
roller marks as often seen on this issue. 

1900-S MS 65 PCGS. Quite unlike the Redfield dollars usually seen 
of this issue, this 1900-S is exceptionally clean and has luster char¬ 
acteristics that are reminiscent of an S-mint dollar from the early 
1880s. Completely brilliant and also well struck. 

1900- S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and surpris¬ 
ingly reflective for this late date S-mint. In fact, beginning in 1900, 
the quantity of surviving DMPL dollars struck in San Francisco falls 
to the point where only a few dozen pieces are known for all of the 
issues from 1900-1904. 

1901 AU 50 AN ACS. Original and partially lustrous with sugges¬ 
tions of golden toning about the stars, date, and lettering. 

1901- 0 MS 65 PCGS. Refreshingly clean and lustrous with atypical 
sharpness in the centers. 

1901-0 MS 66 NGC. Spectacularly and originally toned, the 
obverse has deep rainbow coloration splashed across that side while 
the reverse has a splotchy golden-rose patina. A bit softly struck, but 
otherwise a pristine example of this always-popular date. 

1903-0 MS 66 NGC. The cheek of Liberty is almost blemish-free 
and the bright satiny luster is overlaid with a thin veneer of rose pati¬ 
na. 

1904 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with pronounced jade-green, crim¬ 
son, and deep golden toning, but still displaying bright underlying 
mint luster. An unusually fine example of this scarce, semi-key date. 


493 1904-0 MS 66 Prooflike NGC. While the ‘04-0 is the most com¬ 
mon prooflike dollar from the New Orleans mint, it is very difficult 
to locate better than MS 65. To date only 6 pieces have been so grad¬ 
ed by this service and none are finer. This coin has very deep, watery 
reflectivity in the fields and no-contrast satiny luster on the devices. 
Untoned and white throughout, the strike is as complete as the C4 
dies would allow, and there are only a few small abrasions scattered 
about. 

494 1921 MS 66 NGC. Superior luster, a full strike, and absolute mini¬ 
mal abrasions make this a memorable 1921 Morgan dollar. Light, 
even patina covers both sides with two darker spots of color on the 
reverse. 

495 1921 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. A bold striking, virtually untoned and 
quite scarce as such. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

496 1878 8TF PR 64 NGC. This date is decidedly scarce. Mintage esti¬ 
mates range from 250 to 500 pieces; yet, far fewer specimens are 
known today. Wayne Miller noted in 1982 that he had seen only 30 
pieces in fifteen years. Deeply toned, the surfaces display an overall 
navy-blue patina with a faint rust colored undertone. Well mirrored 
with no obvious imperfections, just a bit dark for some tastes. 

497 1879 PR 65 PCGS. A truly memorable proof Morgan, the fields 
show unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity while light frost is 
present on the devices, yielding an attractive cameo effect. Mostly 
brilliant, each side has a whisper of light, hazy patina around the 
rims. 

498 1890 PR 67 NGC. A remarkably toned example in superb condition. 
Pristine surfaces are brilliant only in the right quadrant of the 
obverse and exhibit various shades of violet, crimson, golden, and 
blue over the rest of the coin. Population: 12 in 67, 2 higher. 

499 1893 PR 65 NGC. A splendid example of this more elusive date. 
The frosted devices lend a nice cameo appearance to this coin, which 
is accented by light golden toning on the central devices. The mir¬ 
rored fields are toned more heavily, in iridescent shades of blue, 
crimson, and gold. This proof has a natural beauty which is only 
accentuated by the dual cameo effect. Normal striking softness in the 
centers restricts an even higher grade. From an original mintage of 
only 792 proofs, few of which can be this colorful or attractive. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


500 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, coruscant mint frost coupled with an 
uncommonly strong strike make this one of the most attractive 1921 
Peace dollars we have seen in some time. An excellent value in this 
price range. 

501 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and highly lustrous, but showing the 
usual softness of detail in the center of each side. 

502 1921 MS 64 PCGS. A bit softly struck in the centers, fairly typical 
of this first year issue, with splotchy golden toning mainly on the 
obverse. 

503 1921 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous, untoned, and minimally abraded. The 
striking details, however, are softly impressed in the centers, as 
almost always seen on this issue. 

504 1922-D MS 65 NGC. A fully struck example of this scarcer issue. 
The surfaces are largely unaffected by abrasions and the bright mint 
luster is covered with speckled iridescent toning. A very pleasing, 
upper-end example. 

505 1923-D MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck, brilliant, and lustrous. There are 
no die cracks through LIBERTY and only one through the date. A 
high-end example of this scarcer issue. 

506 1923-D MS 65 NGC. Mottled violet, gray, and golden toning, giv¬ 
ing way to partial brilliance on the reverse. Well defined throughout. 

507 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Well defined with creamy, silvery-gray luster 
and minimal marks.

508 1924 MS 65 NGC. Deeply lustrous and very clean with a bit of spot¬ 
ty obverse toning. 

509 1925 MS 65 PCGS. Shaiply struck and golden toned. Marred only 
by a V-shaped grease stain (as struck) in the right obverse field. 

510 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck, the satiny surfaces are covered 
with light, hazy gray patina. 

511 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully detailed, as are most examples of this 
well produced issue, and essentially untoned, being particularly 
clean on the obverse. Some speckled milky color is noted overall. 

512 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and brilliant with soft, frosted lus- 


513 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. Excellent luster underlays gold toning with 
some darker peripheral shadings. Well struck, but not sharply, this 
piece will be a pleasant addition to a gem Peace dollar set. 

514 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with bright, satin-like luster. An 
attractive example of this semi-key issue.

517 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering luster with none 
of the often-seen hairlines that seem to plague this scarce issue. 

518 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, 
semi-prooflike fields and minimal abrasions. A flashy and uncom¬ 
monly high grade example of this very scarce commemorative gold 
issue. 

519 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Both the color 
and luster on this attractive Pan-Pac suggest a higher condition, but 
the normal friction on the miner’s cap limits the grade. 

520 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65 NGC. An elusive 
gem quality example of this conditionally scarce gold commem. The 
surfaces exhibit a clean, satiny appearance overall. 

521 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65 PCGS. Typically 
satiny with light greenish-gold color and few appreciable surface 
marks. 

522 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65 PCGS. A vibrant, 
satiny gem, far choicer than the vast majority of this elusive gold 
commemorative. 

523 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Subtle, creamy luster with smooth 
surfaces and orange-gold color. 

524 1916 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. Streaky orange patina over shim¬ 
mering surfaces. 

525 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Rich orange-golden toning, a 
near-gem specimen. 

526 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Somewhat muted luster limits 
the grade on this essentially mark-free specimen. 

527 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined with light yel¬ 
low-gold color, good luster, and only a couple of marks from 65. 

528 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Another near-gem specimen, 
this with a couple of faint coppery stains on Independence Hall and 
framed in original green-gold patina. 

529 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Bright surfaces with a couple 
of pinpoint marks here and there.

530 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Splendid yellow-gold periph¬ 

eral highlights.

531 1851 MS 62 PCGS. Good luster but a bit softly struck. 

532 1853-0 MS 62 PCGS. A superior example of this issue with a decent 
strike and clean surfaces. Average surface texture is accented with 
light green-gold coloration. Trends $1,350. 

533 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A near-mint example of this popular 
and much needed gold type coin. Just a bit softly struck in the cen¬ 
ters with the usually seen die clash marks in the fields. 

534 1868 MS 63 PCGS. A very choice piece with semi-prooflike sur¬ 
faces. In fact, the fields have sufficient reflectivity to make any 
numismatist take a second look. The devices are exceptionally sharp, 
and light frosting enhances the contrast with the fields. There are a 
few inconsequential marks in the fields, but just enough to keep this 
lovely specimen from a finer grade. Trends $1,825. 

CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 


535 1807 MS 61 NGC. The most commonly encountered date in the 

Heraldic series of quarter eagles, but the term “common” must be 
understood in the context of early gold as only 6,812 pieces were 
struck of this date. This piece has bright surfaces with rich orange- 
gold color, and shows the usual softness of detail in the centers. A 
few minor field marks are noted on the obverse, but the most obvi¬ 
ous one is a small dig on Liberty’s cheek. A few adjustment marks 
are also noted in the center of the obverse. 


CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

536 1836 AU 55 NGC. The still-lustrous surfaces have the usual under¬ 

pinning of green-gold color that one expects of this issue, but both 
sides of this coin have taken on an unusually deep overlay of red, 
almost crimson patination. A bit softly struck in the centers, as often 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

537 1856 MS 62 NGC. A nice mint state example that displays bright 
yellow-gold color. Well struck for a quarter eagle from this decade. 
Much scarcer than its common date counterparts of post-1900 vin¬ 
tage. Population: 9 in 63, only 3 finer. 

538 1878-S AU 58 PCGS. Only the lightest rubbing shows on the high- 
points. 

539 1879 MS 62 PCGS. A moderately scarce issue, this piece displays 
bright, satiny luster and is well struck with few abrasions. 

540 1882 MS 61 NGC. A scarcer, low mintage issue with only 4.000 
pieces minted. This is a sharply impressed coin with bright, semi¬ 
prooflike fields. 

541 1887 MS 62 PCGS. A scarcer date that is somewhat elusive for the 
Liberty quarter eagle specialist. This coin is bright, and both sides 
are quite reflective. Only a number of minor abrasions keep this 
piece from the choice category. 

542 1891 MS 62 PCGS. A scarcer, low mintage date in the ‘90s with only 
10.960 business strikes produced. This is a sharply struck piece that 
has an overlay of attractive reddish patina on each side. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

543 1895 PR 65 Cameo NGC. A glittering, cameo proof with high wire 
rims about both sides, creating an impressive, shadow-box appear¬ 
ance. Both the obverse and reverse appear untoned and extremely 
bright. One of a mere 119 proofs struck. Over the years, proof 
United States gold has steadily increased in popularity until today it 
ranks as perhaps the most valuable sub-set of U.S. coins. Price 
guides indicate that this area has been one of the fastest appreciating 
in all of American numismatics. We see continued popularity and 
growth in this area. 

544 1896 PR 64 PCGS. As one might expect, proof 1896 quarter eagles 
are rare. Only 132 pieces were originally struck, and one estimate 
places the number of survivors at somewhere around 45 coins. This 
is an especially choice example that shows unfathomably deep mir¬ 
rors in the fields. The devices are heavily frosted and the resultant 
cameo contrast is very attractive. Reddish patina overlays each side 
of this lovely near-gem. While there are a few minor hairlines and 
contact marks, the depth of mirrored reflectivity and field-to-device 
contrast tends to overshadow any defects seen on this handsome 
piece of proof gold. 

545 1906 PR 63 PCGS. While not considered a rare proof date, we have 
handled few examples of this issue over the past few years. Of the 
160 pieces originally produced, today perhaps as many as 65 exist in 
all grades. This piece is certainly recognizable as a proof by its 
deeply reflective fields and intricate striking details. For pedigree 
purposes, there are couple of microscopic chatter marks behind 
Liberty’s head, as well as some scattered hairlines overall. Still, a 
respectable example. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

546 1911-D MS 64 NGC. A sharply struck example of this scarce, key 
issue in the Indian quarter eagle series. Not only are the design ele¬ 
ments well brought up, but the mintmark is well defined also. The 
fine grain matte-like surfaces have a satiny texture and there are no 
mentionable abrasions on either side. 

547 1914 MS 62 PCGS. A pleasing example of this better date, just a 
couple of light reverse marks from select quality. 

548 1914 MS 62 NGC. Bright, golden, frosty surfaces. The second 
scarcest issue in the Indian quarter eagle series. 

549 1914 MS 62 PCGS. Golden-orange patina is abundantly displayed 
over both sides. Conservatively graded. 

550 1925-D MS 63 ANACS. A nice coin for the grade that is quite free 
from the abrasions usually seen on this issue. 

551 1925-D MS 65 PCGS. A must-see coin, the recessed areas (mostly 
within the devices) have acquired a muted pinkish-orange patina 
with thick, frosted mint luster beneath. A clean, no-questions gem 
example of this difficult type. 

552 1929 MS 62 PCGS. Deep frosty luster is combined with a good 
strike. 

553 1929 MS 62 NGC. Fully struck with bright surfaces, there are a few 
grade-limiting field marks on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


554 1857 AU 50 ANACS. Light yellow-gold color, each side shows a 
few field marks from brief circulation but decent portions of mint 
luster remain in the protected areas. 

555 1878 AU 58 NGC. Trivial luster breaks from a minimal amount of 
wear. An affordable, virtually uncirculated example of this popular 
type. 

556 1878 AU 58 NGC. Only the slightest bit of friction keeps this piece 
from mint state. Most of the mint luster remains and there is light 
reddish patina over each side. 


CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLES 


557 1806 MS 63 PCGS. Round Top 6. Placed within the context of early 
gold, the Round Top 6 half eagles of this year are one of the more 
easily obtainable issues in all grades. However, all early gold in mint 
state is rare in the absolute sense and well worth the consideration of 
advanced collectors and knowledgeable investors. This piece is 
sharply defined on the obverse but the reverse is soft at the left side 
of the shield. Excellent mint luster, the green-gold surfaces show 
only a slight reddish tinge of patina. 

558 1813 AU 55 PCGS. First year of the modified John Reich design, 
and as far as this type is concerned, one of the more easily located 
dates. This is a very sharply struck coin that has lighter yellow-gold 
color and nearly complete mint luster. There is one noticeable abra¬ 
sion—a cut in the right obverse field. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


559 1834 Plain 4 AU 55 NGC. The still-lustrous surfaces show a bit of 

semi-prooflikeness in the fields and only minor handling marks. A 
bit softly struck, as invariably found, on the hair curl in front of the 
ear of Liberty as well as the juncture of the eagle’s left leg and 
shield. At the AU 55 level. Classic fives represent an excellent value 
for the collector. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

560 1844-D Ungraded (AU 50 Sea Salvaged) ANACS. While one of the 
more frequently available Dahlonega fives, only a small percentage 
of the survivors exhibit the sharpness of this piece. While close 
examination reveals minor pitting from salt water immersion, the 
overall appearance is still appealing. 

561 1845-D XF 45 PCGS. Often included as a type coin from this his¬ 
toric Southern mint because of its relative availability, this ‘45-D 
half eagle is rather well defined but exhibits numerous light abra¬ 
sions in the fields. The protected areas, however, retain noticeable 
glimmers of luster. 

562 1847 AU 58 NGC. A sharply struck example of this common date 
from the 1840s. Almost all the original mint luster still remains and 
there is just the slightest trace of reddish patina in the fields. 
Minimally abraded for the grade. 

563 1853 MS 62 NGC. Although showing muted luster over each side, 
this is a fully uncirculated piece, and quite scarce as such because of 
the absolute scarcity of all early Coronet fives in mint condition. 
Well struck and unusually clean. Population: 21 in MS 62, 3 finer. 

564 1857 MS 61 NGC. A scarce P-mint half eagle that is actually com¬ 
parable to several of the mintmarked issues in the No Motto series. 
Fully struck with lustrous surfaces, there are numerous tiny abra¬ 
sions on each side, none of which are worthy of individual men- 
tion.Population: 7 in 61, 12 finer. 

565 1871-S AU 53 PCGS. Double Punched Date, Breen-6678. Usually 
seen in VF or XF, there are very few 1871-S half eagles known in 
AU. This coin is well struck in most areas with only slight softness 
noted on the hair curls and eagle’s neck feathers. The surfaces are 
very lustrous and there is a lovely mottled mixture of deep golden- 
orange and pastel-blue patina over both sides. Minimally abraded, 
there is a small mark on the cheek of Liberty and a milling mark near 
star 11. A rare opportunity for the specialist. 

566 1878-S MS 61 NGC. Bright, lustrous surfaces and sharply defined. 
Scarce. Population: 9 in 61, 8 finer. 

567 1879 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with few appreciable surface marks. A 
scarcer issue among P-mint fives, with the small number of mint 
state pieces well distributed between MS 60 and MS 64 grades. 
Trends $750. 


568 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with pinkish-rose coloring. 

Scarce. Trends $800. 
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569 1885-S MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with bright coruscating luster that 
shows a trace of prooflikeness in the fields. Attractively colored with 
basic orange-gold seen over most of the coin. Minimally abraded 
and a terrific looking type piece. 

570 1887-S MS 62 PCGS. A very attractive coin with reddish-gold color 
overall and a slight ring of olive at the peripheries. Rare any finer 
than MS 62. 


571 1890-CC MS 60 PCGS. Typically struck with good luster and few 
obvious abrasions. This should prove to be a popular item as Carson 
City fives are generally so scarce in mint condition and so needed by 
type collectors. 

572 1893-S MS 62 NGC. Uncommon in mint state and very difficult in 
the better grades of uncirculated. This is a sharply struck piece with 
bright satiny luster. 

573 1898-S MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with deep reddish-gold color. 

574 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Boldly struck with frosty devices and satiny 
fields. 


575 1900 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck, especially in the centers, with fair¬ 
ly good luster and only a few light abrasions. 

576 1901 -S MS 62 NGC. Bright and lustrous. 

577 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. A pleasing, lustrous example of this common 
date five Lib. Fully struck with even, light color. 

578 1902-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck and bright. 

579 1905 MS 62 NGC. A slightly better, later date five-dollar Liberty, 
bright and satiny in appearance with better eye appeal than the typi¬ 
cal MS 62 example. 

580 1906-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with loads of eye 
appeal. Scarce so fine. Population: 84 in 64, only 6 finer. 

581 1907-D MS 63 PCGS. Slightly muted luster but uncommonly blem¬ 
ish-free on the central devices. Struck only in 1906 and 1907, there 
are obviously only a limited number of choice Liberty half eagles 
from the Denver mint. Trends $1,000. 


CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


582 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Minimal marks and a good strike accent this 
piece. Perhaps the slightly subdued luster accounts for the MS 62 
grade. 

583 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Satiny luster covers the well struck surfaces. 
Several contact marks are noticed on the reverse. 


584 1909-D MS 64 NGC. Knowing that the ‘09-D is a common date 
does not diminish the splendid overall appearance of this piece. 
Fully struck, the basic green-gold color of the coin has taken on an 
overlay of pronounced reddish patina that is most attractive. 
Minimally abraded with soft, frosted mint luster. 

585 1909-0 MS 61 NGC. With the lowest mintage in the series (34,200 
pieces), the 1909-0 is the premier rarity among Indian half eagles. It 
is conditionally rare as an uncirculated piece, such as this one. As 
always, the striking details are a bit soft, but curiously the mintmark 
is quite bold with even the left side of the O strongly defined. The 
most obvious surface marks are a couple on the reverse, and sub¬ 
dued, satiny luster still remains overall. Trends $7,250 in MS 60, 
$14,500 in MS 62. 

586 1910-S MS 60 NGC. A very scarce coin in strict mint condition, and 
in fact, the 1910-S is an issue that is rarely seen above the XF level. 
This is a better struck coin than many of this date, although the mint- 
mark is typically indistinct, and the surfaces are reasonably clean 
with considerable reddish color. 

587 1911 MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck with excellent color and strong 
mint luster. 


588 1914-S MS 62 PCGS. Frosty yellow-gold surfaces with few appre¬ 

ciable marks for the assigned grade. A true scarcity at the mint state 
level. 


CERTIFIED EARLY EAGLE 


589 1803 AU 50 NGC. Large Reverse Stars. B. 1-E. The 1803 is approx¬ 

imately twice as scarce as the 1799 or 1801. and this variety with the 
large reverse stars is decidedly more difficult to locate than the 
Small Stars varieties. This piece has a pronounced reddish-gold 
color overall and shows few post-striking impairments, the only one 
of mention is a mark on Liberty’s throat. Well struck and also well 
centered. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


590 1847 AU 58 PCGS. Abundant, satiny luster is present on both sides 
as well as a typical number of small bagmarks and abrasions. The 
strike is well defined and exceptionally sharp for this early issue. 

591 1850-0 AU 50 PCGS. A scarcer date ten that is rarely seen any finer 
than VF or XF. Bright fields with a mild accent of red on the more 
exposed areas of the design. A couple of small digs are noted under 
the eagle’s right wing. Trends $3,400. 

592 1850-0 AU 55 NGC. Very scarce at the Choice AU level. This coin 
has escaped the normally seen, heavy abrasions. There are a few pre¬ 
sent, but they are minor and do not detract from the respectable 
appearance of this coin. 

593 1861-S AU 55 NGC. A rare No Motto ten, one of just 15,500 pieces 
minted, and one that is occasionally available in lower grades but 
prohibitively rare in XF or better. To this date, no mint state exam¬ 
ples have been certified by either service. While often weakly struck, 
this piece possesses better-than-average definition on the hair curls, 
stars, and the eagle. Bright yellow-gold color throughout with a hint 
of luster remaining about the devices. 

594 1879 AU 58 PCGS. Although minted in fairly substantial numbers, 
the ‘79-P eagle is not often seen in higher grades. This piece is most¬ 
ly frosty and has rich golden-orange color, with only a few minor 
surface marks. 


595 1881 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck, this eagle looks more attractive 
than its technical grade. Much luster remains on the obverse, despite 
minor field abrasions (including one unfortunate contact mark on the 
lower jaw).

596 1881 MS 63 PCGS. Splendid pinkish-gold color, being held back in 
grade by a couple of deeper obverse field marks. 

597 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Much scarcer than a common date for only a 
small premium. Frosty, lustrous surfaces with a few noticeable 
marks on each side. Deep, orange-golden patina. Trends $1,175. 

598 1888-S MS 62 NGC. A satiny, high end example that is only occa¬ 
sionally seen finer. 

599 1888-S MS 62 NGC. Fully struck with rich orange-gold color and a 
satiny obverse and reverse. One of only 37 certified as such by NGC 
with 7 finer. Trends $650. 


600 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Excellent color and luster for a 62 coin, but a 
series of light obverse marks limit the grade. Trends $580. 

601 1889-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck with bright orange-gold color. 

602 1892-0 MS 61 PCGS. Minor scuffiness on the obverse. One of the 
more available New Orleans tens in mint state, with an impressive¬ 
ly low mintage of only 28,688 pieces. 

603 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with scattered marks mostly confined to 
the fields. 

604 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. Boldly detailed with scattered obverse marks 
being the only deterrent to a higher grade. An overlooked scarcity in 
this condition and almost never located finer. 
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605 1894 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and well struck with rich luster. 

606 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and sharp. 

607 1900 MS 62 PCGS. No notable distractions, but enough tiny contact 
marks to have effectively disturbed the original luster. Popular date 
in the series. 

608 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny and especially vibrant for the grade. 

609 1901 -S MS 63 PCGS. Pleasing, bright golden color. 

610 1903-0 MS 62 NGC. Bright and frosty. A scarcer New Orleans ten 
in grades exceeding the marginal MS 60 range. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 

611 1907 No Motto MS 63 NGC. A trifle soft across the curls over 
Liberty’s ear, as is characteristic for the 1907 No Motto, with shim¬ 
mering green-gold surfaces and only a few scattered marks. 

612 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Unlike the half eagle of the same date and 
mintmark, the ‘09-D ten-dollar is comparatively scarce in mint state 
and quite elusive in choice and better condition. This piece has the 
usually seen frosted luster with a slightly granular texture. Only a 
few facial marks preclude a select rating. 

613 1915 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny, lustrous surfaces with an absence of 
most distracting marks suggesting the appearance of a higher grade. 

614 1916-S MS 61 PCGS. Soft, satiny luster over granular, matte-like 
surfaces. The devices are a bit softly struck and most of the notice¬ 
able abrasions are concentrated in the reverse field. 

615 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Sharp and very lustrous. 

616 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Attractive color and luster, just a couple of 
obverse pinscratches from select quality. 

617 1926 MS 63 PCGS. An eye appealing specimen with vibrant luster 
and a few inconsequential surface marks. 

618 1932 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck but just a bit too bag- 
marked to qualify at a higher level. 

619 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with original surfaces. A few marks 
near the date and at the truncation of the neck limit the grade. 

620 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Slightly muted luster with a few marks on the 
obverse. 

621 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with minimal abra¬ 
sions. 

622 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Wonderfully variegated golden-rose and lilac 
patina. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


623 1853 AU 58 NGC. Well struck with most of the original mint luster 
still in evidence. 

624 1861 AU 58 NGC. A bold striking with a few trivial marks noticed 
in the fields on this common Type One issue. 

625 1871-CC XF 40 PCGS. The 1871-CC is the second rarest Carson 
City double eagle, being bested only by the near legendary 1870- 
CC. Only 17,387 pieces were struck and the few known pieces 
invariably grade less than XF, with a low-end VF being the norm. 
This piece is, therefore, above-average in terms of wear, somewhat 
generously abraded, like most, and displays tinges of reddish color 
in the protected areas. An important CC twenty for the specialist. 

626 1875-CC MS 60 PCGS. A frosty and bright example of this Carson 
City issue displaying prooflike fields. Numerous scuffs and marks 
show on the obverse that limit the grade. Trends $2,450. 


627 1879-S AU 58 NGC. Rather heavily abraded, the coin retains virtu¬ 
ally all its original bright mint luster. 

628 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with fewer and milder abrasions 
than usually seen on MS 62 coins. Scarce in mint state. Population: 
37 in 62, 10 finer. Trends $1,100. 

629 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. This is a fully struck piece with bright, 
sparkling luster. Trends $725. 

630 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and nearly in the choice category, with 
a small grease stain (as struck) to the right of the date. 

631 1892-S MS 62 PCGS.Sharply struck with nice luster and attractive 
yellow-gold color. Trends $675. 

632 1895 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with lovely orange-gold color. 

633 1897-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright, reflective luster is abundant on this 
well struck S-mint twenty. A noticeable contact mark between the 7 
of the date and the 13th star keeps this coin from a higher grade. 

634 1899-S MS 62 PCGS. A slightly more difficult S-mint with glitter¬ 
ing mint brilliance and splendid color. 

635 1900 MS 62 NGC. Satiny, green-gold appearance overall. 

636 1902 MS 62 PCGS. Along with the 1905 and 1906, the 1902 is one 
of the keys to the 20th century Liberty double eagle series. Very dif¬ 
ficult above MS 62, these dates all boast extremely low mintages. 
Population: 36, 19 higher. Trends $1,400. 

637 1903 MS 65 NGC. A shimmering, utterly frosty gem specimen. The 
‘03-P Liberty is a common issue in uncirculated, but MS 65 exam¬ 
ples are more than ten times scarcer than the standard bearer of 
twenty-dollar Libs, the 1904-P. 

638 1904 MS 63 PCGS. Well frosted and satiny with only a few scattered 
marks. 

639 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous and overlaid in rich orange-gold 
patina. 

640 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. Sparkling, lustrous surfaces, only a few wide¬ 
ly scattered abrasions from an elusive 65 grade. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


641 1922 MS 63 NGC. Bright, lustrous surfaces. 

642 1922 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, almost matte-like surfaces with very 
few abrasions, the most noticeable ones being on the sun. A scarcer 
date in better grades. 

643 1922-S MS 62 PCGS. A decent coin for the grade that is not too 
baggy and shows light variegated color. 

644 1923 MS 63 NGC. Satiny and unusually choice for this P-mint issue, 
most often seen in MS 60-62 condition. 

645 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Deep frost, mark-free surfaces and lovely green- 
gold color make this a very attractive example to both date and type 
collectors. 

646 1924-S MS 62 NGC. Deep, rich reddish-orange color characterize 
this example of this scarcely seen S-mint Saint. The surfaces display 
a few small, scattered abrasions, as one would expect for a coin of 
this grade, and the strike is sufficiently strong with no areas of weak¬ 
ness noted. Trends $2,900 in MS 62. 

647 1925 MS 63 NGC. A great looking Saint with rich olive-golden 
color. A few contact marks on the obverse limit the grade. 

648 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Breathtakingly clean surfaces that are a deep 
golden hue over most of the coin except in the very center where 
there is just a hint of pale pink. 

19 649 1928 MS 64 NGC. Bright and untoned, with an overall satiny sheen. 
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CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 


650 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 PCGS. Speckled gray patina in the 
fields on either side of this lone commemorative quarter. 

651 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 66 NGC. Full flowing luster peeks 
through original toning in russet and gray that is enhanced by orange 
and gold highlights on the reverse. A gorgeous gem. 

652 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63 NGC. A well balanced coin that has 
deep charcoal color with hints of golden patina, and showing only a 
few small marks in out-of-the-way places. Trends $1,500. 

653 1921 Alabama MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with rings of light orange pati¬ 
na framing both sides. Easily choice, save for a couple of rather deep 
marks on Kilby’s portrait. 

654 1936 Albany MS 66 NGC. Natural gray and golden patina is draped 
across both sides, interspersed with shades of pale violet on the 
reverse. 

655 1936 Albany MS 66 NGC. Lightly and originally toned with 
smooth, blemish-free surfaces. 

656 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. Bright, coruscant mint luster with an 
overlay of pale lavender patina. 

657 1935 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Lustrous with golden peripheral toning. 

658 1937 Arkansas PDS Set MS 64 NGC. An evenly balanced set 
exhibiting deep silver-gray toning accented with golden shades. 
Scarcer issue. (Total: 3 coins) 

659 1938-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Original golden-brown toning that 
is much deeper on the obverse. Conditionally elusive. Population 18 
in 66, 5 finer. 

660 1939 Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem, silvery-gray in color and 
deepening slightly to a golden hue at the peripheries. One of just 
2,104 pieces struck. 

661 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 NGC. Superb examples of this popular 
type are often deeply toned, not so with this remarkable Bay Bridge. 
The shimmering surfaces are only peripherally framed on the 
obverse in pale-gold toning. A sharp looking example. 

662 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 NGC. Very lightly toned, the bear is 
unusually free from the blemishes that normally plague this issue. 

663 1935-D Boone MS 66 PCGS. Lovely russet and green-gold periph¬ 
eral accents. 

664 1935 Boone PDS Set MS 65 NGC. A well matched set, each coin 
shows just the vaguest suggestion of color. (Total: 3 coins) 

665 1936 Boone PDS Set MS 66 NGC. All three coins are virtually 
mark-free and lightly toned in pastel shades. A well balanced gem 
set of Boone commemoratives. (Total: 3 coins) 

666 1937 Boone PDS Set PCGS, the P-mint is MS 64 and untoned; the 
D-mint is MS 65 and moderately toned in violet shades overall; the 
S-mint is MS 64 and colored in rich golden shades. (Total; 3 coins) 

667 1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC. Satiny luster is enhanced with pale 
gold and ice-blue toning shades. The light patina does not obscure 
any noticeable abrasions, a gem specimen. 

668 1936 Columbia MS 64 NGC. A hint of silver-gray patina is noted on 
both sides. 

669 1936 Columbia MS 66 NGC. Virtually mark-free under a milky light 
gray patina, deepening to reddish-gold about the obverse border. 

670 1936-S Columbia MS 65 NGC. Mottled reddish-brown peripheral 
toning. 

671 1892 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Attractive reddish-gold and steel-blue 
toning frames the obverse and overlays the entire the reverse. 


1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. The obverse displays hints of 
peripheral golden toning while the reverse is more deeply colored in 
iridescent hues. 

1893 Columbian MS 63 NGC, bright, sharp, and essentially 
untoned; and a 1918 Lincoln MS 64 NGC, a hint of gunmetal-blue 
color is seen in the protected areas of the obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1893 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. Creamy, well struck surfaces with an 
occasional dash of russet toning peripherally. 

1935 Connecticut MS 64 AN ACS. Clean silvery-gray surfaces with 
occasional highlights of charcoal, chiefly hidden under the devices. 

1936 Delaware MS 66 NGC. Lustrous and very light in color, almost 
brilliant. 

1936 Elgin MS 65 NGC. Quite frosty beneath splendid rose-gold 
toning. 

1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. An original silver-gray specimen with 
blushes of pastel-golden color. 

1936 Gettysburg MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with a hint of color on each 
side. 

1936 Gettysburg MS 64 PCGS. A mostly white coin with hints of 
russet peripheral toning on both sides. Clean and boldly struck with 
just a few tiny ticks. 

1936 Gettysburg MS 66 NGC. A superb example with both sides 
exhibiting a light overlay of original toning. Popular issue. 

1922 Grant MS 65 PCGS. Essentially untoned with shimmering sur¬ 
faces that are very nicely preserved. 

1922 Grant MS 65 PCGS. A moderately toned gem, silver-gray 
throughout with deeper golden-russet hues in the protected areas. 

1928 Hawaiian MS 63 NGC. Satiny with deep silver-gray color and 
showing only a few small abrasions, none of which are singly dis¬ 
tracting. Some iridescence accents each side. 

1935 Hudson MS 65 PCGS. Original and very appealing for the 
grade, being framed on both sides in rich golden shades. Gem qual¬ 
ity for this popular, low-mintage issue. Trends $1,250. 

1946 Iowa MS 66 NGC. Brilliant on the reverse with just the palest 
overlay of color on the obverse. Pristine surfaces. 

1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. Both sides exhibit traces of the mot¬ 
tled gray and golden-green toning which appears quite frequently on 
this issue. 

1918 Lincoln MS 64 NGC, mottled brown toning; 1936 Long Island 
MS 64 NGC, bright and untoned; and a 1926 Oregon Trail MS 64 
NGC. smoky-silver patina overlays both sides. (Total: 3 coins) 

1918 Lincoln MS 65 PCGS. The reverse exhibits a bit of splotchy 
golden toning while the shimmering obverse is nearly void of color. 

1936 Lynchburg MS 63 PCGS. Pretty, multicolored, iridescent hues 
lightly overlay each side of this satiny example. 

1936 Lynchburg MS 65 PCGS. Frosty silvery-gray surfaces with a 
whisper of orange-gold about the obverse periphery. 

1936 Lynchburg MS 66 PCGS. A top quality Lynchburg that 
exhibits intense satiny-white brilliance. 

1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Original, frosty surfaces that are deli¬ 
cately toned over all but the central devices. 

1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Light in color, Calvert’s face is free 
from any large abrasions. 
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Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the July Population Repor t from PCQS; or the September Census Report from NQC. 
All Trends are from October 17. 
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695 1934 Maryland MS 66 NGC. Both obverse and reverse are draped in 
milky violet and reddish-gold toning, with minimal contact marks on 
Lord Calvert’s portrait. 

696 1934 Maryland MS 66 PCGS. Both sides are accented in specks of 
russet peripheral toning, with minimal abrasions on the central por¬ 
trait. 

697 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 NGC. Clearly an upper-end example of 
this scarce, key commemorative. The surfaces are free from any 
troubling abrasions and the bright mint frost glows through the light 
gray and golden patina seen on each side. 

698 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 65 PCGS. Toned an original gunmetal-gray 
with deeper, iridescent shades of reddish-gold and violet clinging to 
the devices. An outstanding example of this low-mintage, condition¬ 
ally scarce early variety. 

699 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. A pristine, shimmering example 
with soft, pastel sea-green toning and some golden iridescence 
around the borders. 

700 1938 New Rochelle MS 67 NGC. Superb, near-flawless, and light 
in color. This beautiful commemorative must be seen to be fully 
appreciated. A special New Rochelle for a special, high quality set. 

701 1936 Norfolk MS 65 PCGS. Satiny, untoned, and typically clean. 

702 1926 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Pale gray-golden patina. 

703 1933-D Oregon MS 65 NGC. Creamy, minimally marked surfaces 
with blushes of pale violet and golden patina about the margins. 

704 1936 Oregon MS 67 NGC. Splotchy brick-red iridescence with sub¬ 
tle apple-green peripheral highlights forming over both sides. 

705 1938 Oregon MS 65 NGC. Satiny surfaces that are a bit brighter on 
the dated side and show beginnings of peripheral toning. 

706 1939 Oregon PDS Set MS 65 NGC. All three pieces of this scarce, 
final year of issue show very light color and minimal post-striking 
impairments.

Light, even toning with 
subdued, satiny luster. 

708 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. Shimmering luster with hardly a mark to 
be found on either side. 

709 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Ultra-frosty with subtle orange 
and silver-gray highlights intermixed on either side. 

710 1936 Rhode Island PDS Set MS 65 NGC. All display speckled rus¬ 
set toning about the borders and only the D mint is layered in milky 
pinkish-gray patina. (Total: 3 coins) 

711 1936 Rhode Island PDS Set MS 65 NGC. Very light color charac¬ 
terizes this set. The P-mint shows a glimmer of semi-prooflikeness 
in the fields. (Total: 3 coins) 

712 1935-S San Diego MS 64 NGC, fully white appearance and a clean 
coin that could easily grade a point higher; and a 1936-D San Diego 
MS 64 NGC, frosty and completely untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 

713 1935 Spanish Trail MS 66 NGC. Light golden-brown and russet ton¬ 
ing enhances the virtually blemish-free surfaces. Exceptional quali¬ 
ty for this popular issue. 

714 1925 Stone Mountain MS 62 ANACS. Breen-7461 Doubled 
Obverse Die. Breen notes this variety is “very rare.” A lightly toned 
example that displays subdued, silver-gray luster. 

715 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 PCGS. Shimmering, unmarked sur¬ 
faces that show a fully white appearance on both the obverse and 
reverse. 


716 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 NGC. Speckled reddish-brown toning 
dispersed over pristine surfaces. Scarce condition for this otherwise 
common issue. 

717 1935 Texas PDS Set MS 66 NGC. All three pieces are lightly and 
attractively toned. Obviously kept together since the year of issue. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

718 1927 Vermont MS 64 PCGS. Bright satiny luster with a light over¬ 
lay of russet-brown coloration. 

719 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Both sides have taken on attractive, 
light rose-golden toning which is generally confined to the recessed 
areas. 

720 1936 York MS 64 PCGS. Blazing white and lustrous. 

721 1936 York MS 67 NGC. Even though this issue is known for its high 
survival rate in the better grades of uncirculated, this is still a special 
coin. The soft, frosted mint luster is barely affected by any color and 
there are no obvious marks on either side.

722 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-212, Pollock-263, R,5, PR 64 NGC. 

Indian cent design with a reverse differing by having the oak wreath 
with a broad ornamented shield at the top. Struck in copper-nickel 
with a plain edge. The obverse fields are brightly reflective and light 
in color while the reverse is a bit muted because the patina is some¬ 
what deeper on that side. 

723 1859 Indian Cent, Judd-228, Pollock-272, R.l, MS 64 PCGS. 
Regular dies obverse of 1859 paired with the adopted design for 
1860. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Undoubtedly one of 
the more commonly encountered patterns, but one that is probably 
closer to R.3 than R.l. The obverse displays cherry-red color while 
the reverse has taken on deeper, speckled overtones of color. 

724 1868 One Cent, Judd-605, Pollock-670, R.6, PR 64 PCGS. 
Pattern one-cent with an obverse similar to the adopted three-cent 
nickel design, and a reverse with a large Roman numeral 1 in the cen¬ 
ter surrounded by a wreath. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. 
Mostly untoned with only slight flecks of color here and there. 

725 1882 Liberty Nickel, Judd-1690, Pollock-1892, R.5-6, PR 63 
PCGS. The regular dies of 1883 with the No Cents reverse. Struck 
in nickel with a plain edge. Deeply reflective, the dusky-gray sur¬ 
faces show a light bit of golden patina scattered over each side. 
Always popular with collectors as a transitional issue.
